' fortresses on the frontier and on the 
‘ coast, from the ships of France 
; at sea 101 shots were fired in salute 
| to remind their hearers that down 
in Vendée, surrounded only by his 
| family and closest friends, an old 
man was being laid to rest whose 
character and genius had saved 

France from defeat and gathered to 

her aid all the great forces of the 
. world. . 
_ He had asked that no honors be 

paid that worn-out body on its way 
‘ to its last resting place. Silently, 
’ almost furtively, it was taken in the 

dead of last night from his home in 

the Rue Franklin to his other home 
! in Vendée. 
; and the grey morning it was carried 
, across. France along the road.-by 

which he had so often traveled. 

But, though no honors’ c 
paid to his body, he could not pre- 
vent that his memory should be 
honored by the whole nation. _.. 

He was an agnostic, yet every- 
where there were priésts taking part 

in the national mourning. He was a 
republican, but royalists were asso- 
ciated in the nation’s grief. He was 
an enemy of communism, but no 
Communist raised a voice in protest 
against the tributes which were paid 
to him. 
Tributes by Deputies. 

In the Chamber of Deputies, where 
for so many years he was a domi- 
nant*figure, where he had once been 
beaten amid cries of ridicule, and 
where, too, he had triumphed so 
majestically cleven years ago, every 
one stood as first its President, M. 
Bouisson, and then Premier Tardieu 
spoke of him and his work. 

“He was in its deepest and fullest 
sense a citizen and in him the city 
lived,’’ said M. Bouisson, ‘‘with its 
deep, tumultuous passions and its al- 
Ways unappeased ardor for justice. 
He made this tribune glorious. His 
tremendous eloquence, so feared, so 

‘ clever. in criticism, drove down to 
essential truth irrespective of men. 

Its source, its inexhaustible source, 

lay in the very noble, the very pure 

idealism which his father had handed 
on as a message to him and in his 
attachment which remained unalter- 
able, to the principles of the Revolu- 
tion, which to him were as solid as 
the granite of his own Vendée. 

“In all his 60 years. of political 
Hfe M. Clemenceau’s will never bowed 
' before hostile or superior forces. 
' That was his greatness, He who in 

a unique moment of our history made 

his appeal to the whole soul of our 
‘nation often accepted isolation; he 
sought it, even, as a secret, rare and 
bitter satisfaction. He waited. In 
the day of action he had: the. whole 
people behind him.

Mayflower May Become City Reception Boat; 
New York Group to Bid on Presidential Yacht 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—With the 
Navy Department scheduled to open 
bids for the Presidential yacht, May- 
flower, on Dec. 8, it was learned here 
today that a syndicate of wealthy 
New Yorkers was being formed to 
buy her for their city for use in the 
reception of distinguished guests. 

Competition is not keen for the 
trim white yacht, which lies in a 


Hoover as too expensive a luxury. 
Consequently, any reasonable bid 
from the New York group will re- 
ceive serious consideration, althougn 
fn offer of $15,786 was rejected in 
October as too low. 

The 2,700-ton. yacht which, if the 
New Yorkers are successful, will 
supplant the tug Macom as the wel- 
coming vessel of the Mayor’s Recep- 
tion Committee, of which Grover A.

.MUKDEN, Nov. 25.—Six thousand 
refugees from Hailar, which has just 
Hyeeir-occupied by the Russians, ar- 
rived in Harbin today. Telegraphic 
communications with Hailar were in- 
-terrupted during the day. 





Hailar Reported in Flames. 

HARBIN, Nov. 25 ().—The city of 
Hailar, in Northwestern Manchuria, 
was described as being in flames in 
messages received here today. 

All Chinese officials and soldiers 
have evacuated the city, which fell 
late yesterday before a force of So- 
viet cavalry and tanks. ; 

The Chinese Eastern Railway to- 
day continued to operate trains evac- 
uating Chinese and Russians from 
the district, but all of the refugees 
cannot be accommodated, and many 
of them are camping by the side of the 
track. 

The situation at both the eastern 
and western ends of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway was described as 
precarious, the Russian troops ap- 
parently seeking control not only of 
the Dalainor mines but also the mines 
on the eastern front as well. 

The Japanese consul here has ad- 
vised the Japanese subjects both on 
the east and west branches of the 
railway to come to Harbin as quickly 
as possible. He was understood to 
have information that the Soviet au- 
thorities are willing to evacuate Jap- 
anese from Manchuli through Vladi- 
vostok via the Transsiberian Rail- 
way. 

The consular body has asked the 
Chinese civil administration at Har- 
bin for details of plans to guarantee 
the safety of foreigners and to pro- 
tect foreign property in the event 
that the situation should grow worse. 





Buchatu Now Terminus. 

TOKIO, Nov. 25 (*).—As a result 
of the invasion of Manchuria, 
Buchatu, a town 240 miles east of 
Manchuli, was today the westward 
limit of travel on the Chinese East- 
ern Railway, it was stated in Rengo 
news agency dispatches from Man- 
churia. 

The Japanese consular police from 
Tsitsihar in West-Central Manchuria, 
attempting to reach Hailar to as- 
sist Japanese residents, were stopped 
at..Buchatu...

LONDON, Nov. 25.—The questtor 
of whether or not the British naval 
bases in the Caribbean Sea will be 
dealt with at the five-power naval 
conference seems to have been defi- 
nitely settled in the negative. In the 
House of Commons this afternoon 
the calendar carried a question by 
Commander Southby as to whether 
the Prime Minister could give assur- 
ance that no decision had been taken 
to' close the minor naval bases at 
Bermuda and Jamaica, and asking 
that before such a decision be taken 
the House be given a chance to dis- 
cuss the matter, 

A. V. Alexander, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, answered by saying that 
no such decision had been reached, 
and that ‘‘there is no intention to 
take such a decision.’”’ 

Commander Southby had another 
question, namely, that since the 
statement that the issue of freedom 
of the seas had been excluded from 
the agenda of the conference, could 
the government give assurance that 
the suggestion that food ships be im- 
mune during wartime, and not sub- 
| ject to the laws of blockade, also 
would be excluded? 

The Prime Minister answered that 
Mr. Hoover in his Armistice Day 
speech had said that his suggestion 
regarding food ships was not a mat- 
ter for consideration at the naval con- 
ference, and added, ‘‘His Majesty’s 
government are in full agreement 
: with this view.” 





To Name Delegates Next Week. 

LONDON, Nov. 25 (2).—Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald told the House to- 
day that the chief British delegates 
to the five-power naval conference in 
January would probably be named 
next week. 





Ship Not Yet Picked.

. WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Secre- 
tary Stimson has not yet reached a 
decision as to what ship will be used 
by the American delegation in going 
to the London naval conference, 
which opens on Jan. 21, but a de- 
cision 1s looked for this week. 
Originally planning to ~o on. the 
Olympic of the Wiu:'e Star Line, 
which will sail on the night of Jan. 
10, Mr. Stimson has since taken up 
the possibility of going on a United 
States liner. That company has of- 
fered to defer the sailing of the 
cabin ship George Washington from 
Jan. 8 to Jan. 10, which would bri 
the delegation to London on Jan. 17. 
It is understood the delegation 
would prefer the Leviathan, but.the 
United States Line has offered thus 
far only to move up to Jan. 15 its 
scheduled sailing date of Jan. 18, 
which would bring the delegation to 
London on the morning of Tan.

Two men were killed and twenty- 
two were injured late last night in 
a stampede to escape following a 
fire in a building housing subway 
workers at Vernon Avenue and 
Newtown Creek, Long Island City. 

One of the dead was identified by 
his fellow-workers as Frank Ogan- 
ski, a compressed air worker. The 
other body was not identified. The 
bodies were found in the blackened, 
twisted wreckage of the building by 
firemen before the ruins had cooled. 

The unidentified man who was 
killed had just been employed and 
was to have begun work there for 
‘the first time at midnight, the police 
learned.. Other employes knew him 
only: as ‘‘Charlie’’ and thought he 
had come from Newark. He was 
about 50 years old. 

Ogansky’s body was found over a 
‘washstand on the second floor. He 
had, been suffocated. 

The dead, as well as most of the in- 
jured, were trampled, cut and bruised 
in the struggle to get out of the

Locker Rooms in Building. 


The building is 100 feet long and 50 
feet wide. The main structure is of 
two stories, with a one-story annex. 
It is of concrete and galvanized iron 
sheathing. The ground. floor was 
used for storing materials. The up- 
per story provides a locker room for 
the subway workers. 

The building is used by the Mid- 
Eastern Construction Company, 
which is digging a tunnel under 
Newtown Creek as part of the sub- 
way connecting the Eighth Avenue 
line with Brooklyn by way of Fifty- 
third Street. 

Just before midnight the building 
was crowded with 200 workers, get- 
ting ready to go on the midnight to 
8 A. M. shift. They were in various 
stages of changing from their street 
attire to their working clothes. 

In the power room on the first 
floor John: Powers, an engineer of 
the construction company, was stand- 
ing beside a large switch. He saw a 
flash, such as is made by a short 
circuit. He jumped to throw off the 
current, but there came a blinding 
burst of flame which drove him from 
the room. Immediately there was a 
cry of ‘‘fire’’ from the workmen, 

Fire Spreads Quickly. 

The flames spread through the 
lower floor as if following a fuse. A 
dense black smoke rolled up the 
stairs and sent the men dressing 
above into a panic. 

There were two stairways, narrow 
and twisting, running from the sec- 
ond floor to'the first. They were so 
low that’ men’ had to stoop to get 
through them. The instant the cry 
of fire was heard and the first bil- 
low of smoke poured up the stairs

_On Dearborn School Board 


DEARBORN, Mich., Nov. 25 
(®).—Henry Ford tonight.submitted 
his’ resignation as a member of 
the Dearborn Board of Education.

Construction on Huge Marine 
Terminal Awaits Purchase 
of Land From State. 





Plans for the construction of four 
piers of 1,000 to 1,200 feet length in 
the Little Basin section of Jersey 
City at a cost of about $25,000,000 
were announced yesterday by the 
Port of New York Authority and the 
City Commission of Jersey City. A 
survey of the Jersey City water- 


front by engineers of both bodies! 


has been completed and on their 
findings the plans were formulated. 
This project is a detail of a vast 
plan for the development of the sec- 
tion, which will include the building 
of*a*marine basin. at South Cove at 
the foot of Henderson Street for the 
docking of freight steamers and har- 
bor craft; a new highway to be built 
back of the piers running north 
along the waterfront to the entrance 
of the Holland Tunnel and serving 
the new piers as West Street serves 
the New York piers, and a marginal 
street railway that will provide ac- 
cess to the piers for the five trunk 
railways entering Jersey City. 
Borings are now being made on the 
site of the proposed piers. t 
Under the pian of the Port. Au- 
thority, the property from Grand 
Street, Jersey City, south to the Little 
Easin, which served as the outlet of 
the. abandoned trans-State Morris 
Canal, thence to South Cove at the 
foot of Henderson Street, will be pur- 
chased, the buildings razed and bv 
borings and dredging inland the ter- 
rain made suitable for the construc- 
tion of. three piers of 1,200 feet 
length and one pier of 1.000 feet. Ex- 
tension to 1,500 feet of one of the 
large piers is planned for the future. 


Jersey City to Lease Piers. 


Funds for the acquisition of the 
property and construction of the 
piers will be provided by Port Au- 


thority bond issue. With completion 
of the project the entire terminal 
will be leased by Jersey City for a 
sum sufficient to pay charges for in- 
terest and amortization of the bonds. 

Operation of the piers will be han- 
dled by Jersey City, which will seek 
to sublease them to the transatlantic 
lines which are now seeking vainly 
on the New York waterfront for 
piers sufficiently long to accommo- 
date their proposed 1,000-foot ships. 
When the investment.of the Port Au- 
thority has been repaid the piers will 
become.the property of Jersey City. 

The agreement between the Port 
Authority. and the City Commission 
to undertake the propect resulted 
from an act of the New Jersey Legis- 
lature. at its last session, directing 
the Port Authority to. consider the 
acquisition of the Little Basin and 
authorizing the State to convey the 
property either to the Port Authority 
or to Jersey City. .

000. The total in construction work 
promised by those States, including 
Pennsylvania, is $264,500,000.

Government Plan Calls for Forty 
New Vessels Which Are to 
Cost $250,000,000. 

















MOVE WILL FILL SHIPYARDS 





Work on Eighteen Vessels Must 
Start Within Six Months— 
To Meet German Speed,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The 
greatest expansion program for the 
American merchant marine yet 
undertaken was predicted today by 
Postmaster General. Brown when he 
announced that bids would be asked 
within a few deys for thirteen ocean 
mail routes, three in the North At- 
lantic between New York and Chan- 
nel ports, for which successful bid- 
ders will be required to construct 
within ten years forty new vessels 
of 460,000 total gross tons and cost- 
ing $250,000,000. 

The keels of seventeen of these 
vessels must be laid within. six 
months and the vessels completed 
within three years, the Postmaster 
General disclosed, insuring a heavy 
volume of business for American 
shipyards and steel plants. 

It was reported following the an- 
nouncement, which was made at the 
conclusion of a meeting of the inter- 
departmental committee on ocean 
mail contracts, that steel officials 
estimated the shipbuilding busincss 
growing out of the new ocean mail 
route contracts would take up any 
slack in steel production next year 
which might be occasioned by the 
slowing down of the automobile in- 
dustry from its record output. 


Will Double Mail Payments. 


The decision of the Postmaster 
General, reached after this course of 
action had been recommended by the 
interdepartmental committee, means 
that the government mail. payments 
for the operation of the thirteen 
routes will be doubled, it was stated. 

Mail contracts for the new routes 
will total $10,000,000 a year. The de- 
partment has paid $5,000,000 annually 
under present poundage contracts. 

The principal route in the awards 
of new ocean mail contracts will be 
a five-day sailing between New York 
and Cherbourg, for which the de- 
partment will require the construc- 
tion within five years of three super- 
ocean liners ‘‘capable. of gi eae | 
with the fastest vessels oat, 
Postmaster General Brown said. 

Only the Leviathan of the United

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Leaders 
in agriculture, representing the Farm 
Board and national farm organiza- 
tions, the last group to confer with 
President Hoover in the movement 
to stabilize industry. and sustain 
prosperity, agreed today upon a pro- 
gram to advance agriculture which 
would include lower. interest rates 
from government credit' agencies for 
the farmers and the’ extension of the 
Federal aid road work so as to facili- 
tate transportation from the farm 
the market. ‘ “ji 

Although the farm: leaders;:6n 'quit- 
ting the White House. expressed’ sat- 
isfaction at the outcome, no,commit- 
ment on behalf of thesPresident to 
their program w&sS annouticed. It 
was indicated, in fact, that, except 
as special conditions called for it, 
Mr. Hoover wag not inclined to. in- 
tervene in the matter of reduced in- 
terest rates on farm credits. 


Confer for Two Houré. 


This program was made known fol- 
lowing a two-hour conference which - 
Secretary Hyde, Alexander Legge, 
chairman of the Farm Board, and 
representatives of the Farmers’ Na- 
tional Union, the National Grange, 
the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion-and the Farmers’ Equity Union 
held with President Hoover late fn 
the afternoon. The conference was 
preceded by a meéting at the De- 
partment of Agriculture at which the 
many‘ problems facing the farmers 
were discussed in detail and the pro- 
gram drafted for presentation to Mr. 
Hoover. 

The farm leaders pledged their or- 
ganizations to ‘‘cooperate in every 
possible way in support of the Presi- 
dent’s program for stabilizing the in- 
dustrial situation and mobilizing the 
economic power of agriculture.”’ 

Also as an outcome of the White 
House conference, it was indicated, _ 
would. be the formation of a national 
agricultural council, which is to be 
considered at a meeting of farm or- 
ganization leaders tomorrow. It 1s 
not planned at this time that the 
national council would in any way 
take over the farm organizations, 
nor be a “‘super’”’ farm organization. 
Its chief purpose would be to coordi- 
nate all the activities of the existing 
bodies and act as a clearing house. 

Farm Leaders’ 2osition. 

- After’ the session with the Presi- 
dent, a declaration of the farm lead- 
ers’ position and program was made 
publie inthe form of a’ statement 
by Secretary Hyde, as follows: 

The’ representatives of the four 
national. agricultural. organizations 
canvassed the situation with the 
President.. As representing such 
organizations, they expressed 
themselves in hearty accord with 
the President’s program for 
stabilizing the general industrial 
situation and securing the con- 
tinuance of prosperity. 

The general opinion. expressed 
was that confidence nas been gain- 
ing in agriculture and that the 
morale of agriculture is now bet- _ 
ter than it has been for years past. 
Except in short-crop areas, there 
has been genuine improvement in 
agriculture and an increased in- 
come and therefore an increased 
buying power this year. a

Easier Crecit Proposal Stressed. 
The most important of the pro- 

posals suggested by the representa- 
tives of the farm organizations. was 
that for reduced interes rates on 
farm ‘securitses. The government 
credit agencies concerned are the 
Farm Board, the Federal Land 
Banks and the Intermediate Credit 
Banks. gt 

Farm spokesmen insisted that the 
rates could be easily lowered with- 
out injury to the Federal structure 
and that lowered rates would tend 
to place the farmers on an equality 
with industry. 

The attitude of the administration, 
it is understood, was that the rates 
as now charged by the Federal agen- 
cies which were set up to make 
money available on easy terms for 
agricultural purposes should not be 
reduced, unless it was demonstrated 
by a study of conditions that an 
emergency situation existed which 
called for —— of such a drastic 
change in policy, or that intended 
benefits were not being enjoyed by 
the farmer as contemplated by the 
rate gees now in force. : 

The highway program urged by the 
heads of the farm associations was 
for an extension of Federal aid for 
building county roads. This scheme, 
which long has been advanced by the 
West, has always met with a er 
tion of past administrations. Presi- 
dent Coolidge fought against the 
ractice of granting Federal aid to 
Eiates for building main highways 
and in his last_ message to Congress 
characterized it as one of the weak- 
nesses of the system, where the 
States were depending too much on 
the Federal Government. : 

The farm leaders, however, indi- 
cated that they expect President 
Hoover to recommend to Congress in 
his annual message an additional 
appropriation for road _ building 
which would mean Federal aid for 
secondary roads, as well as for main 
hignways. For some years past the 
annual Federal appropriation for 
roads has been $75,000,000, granted 
on condition that the States raise 
an amount equal to the Federal ap- 
propriation. 


Bill on Subject Is Planned. 


It was declared ufter the day’s con- 
ference that most States were unable 
to build good roads from farms lying 
off main highways and that, as the 
result, the greatest number of farm- 
ers were without cheap or good 
transportation to the markets. The 
farm leaders favored extension of 
Federal aid to remedy this condition. 


Extension of Federal aid to county 
roads, stimulated by the increasing 
strength of the farm bloc, has  al- 
ready received support of leading 
members of the House Committee 
on Agriculture. Representative Cas- 
sius C.-Dowell of Iowa announced 
today that he would sponsor a bill 
for an appropriation of $125,000,000, 
of which it is proposed to expend 
$50,000,000 for building county roads.

Genealogists, Going Back to 
14th Century, Find Revolt 
Forced Flight to Germany. 





ANDREAS FIRST AMERICAN 





As Lad of 15 President’s Ancestor 
Landed at Philadelphia in 1738 
te Found Pioneer Family. 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (®).—The 
ancestral line of President Hoover, 


which has interested genealogists 
here and abroad ever since he be- 
came Chief Executive, is believed 
now to have been traced definitely 
to Switzerland, and there back as 
far as the fourteenth century. 

Although the Hoover family had 
believed that its sources were in 
Germany, the researches of Profes- 
sor Hermann Macco, a German 
genealogist, have persuaded him and 
his American colleagues that the 
Hoover ancestors paused in Ger- 
many only to escap the cunse- 

uences of an unsuccessful revolu- 
tion against feudal lords in the Swiss 
Canton of Bern. 

The mass of material regarding the 
early history of the family, accumu- 
lated here and abroad, has been 
transmitted to the President's house- 
hold by Professor Macco and Calvin 
Kephart, president of the National 
Genealogical Society. 

It was a 15-year-old lad, Andreas 
Huber, who in 1788 left family and 
home behind to seek his fortune in 
the New World and to become the 
first American ancestor of the thirty- 
first President of the United States. 

Arriving at Pennsylvania, he took 
an oath of allegiance to the province 
and State of Pennsylvania and be- 
came known forthwith as Andrew 
Hoover. He settled on a farm in 
what is now Carrot County, Mary- 
land. 

In 1762 the family moved to Ran- 
dolph County, North Carolina. His 
son, John, in 1802 moved‘to West 
Milton, Ohio, with his wife and chil- 
dren. Jesse Hoover, third in the 
American line, moved westward 
again to Hubbard, Iowa. Eli Hoover 
was his son and next in line was 
Jesse Clark Hoover, father of the 
President. 

Tracing the family tree was diffi- 
cult because the records of immi- 
grants settling in Pennsylvania dur- 
ing the eighteenth century showed 
that two Andreas Hubers came from 
Germany to settle. The second An- 
dreas, although older, did not arrive 
in Pennsylvania until 1741, while 
documents in the family’s possession 
showed that the President’s ancestor 
had been in this country at least the 
year before. 

The belief that the Hoover family 
originated in Baden-Baden, one of 
the German principalities, was ex- 
re by finding that the town of 

llerstadt in the Palatinate, where 
Andreas Huber, the younger, was 
born, once was sold to Baden in 
payment of a debt, aithough it was 
never in the principality’s territory. 
The town later was reclaimed by the 
Palatinate. 

Andreas was born Jan. 29, 1723, the 
son of Jonas Huber. The latter, a 
member of the Reformed Church, 
was mentioned in the records of the 
town as the son of Johann Heinrich 
Huber, a citizen and linen weaver of 
Oberklum, 

As far as the records now available 
in this country go, Johann Heinrich 
Huber is the most distant ancestor 
of the Presidential family yet traced. 
But Professor Macco, digging busily 
in the records of the Swiss cantons, 
has expressed the belief that he has 
followed the line. successfully back to 
the fourteenth century, when the 
Hubers were citizens and freehold- 
ers, though not of the nobility. 

The fruit of his Swiss investiga- 
tions is ‘expected to be brought to 
this country before long, to be added 
to the collection of data already as- 
sembled at the White House. 


LOWDEN SEES FARM CHANGE 


He Says Greater Demand for Food 
Aids Agriculture. 


Special to The New York Times. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 25.—A day 
of greater recognition is coming for 
the American farmer, Frank O. Low- 
den told the Indiana Farm Bureau 
Federation here today. With popula- 
tion increasing rapidly and a resul- 
tant demand for more food, the eco- 
nomic plight of the farmer may be 
lessened, he said. 

Asserting that industrial leaders 
are attributing their prosperity to 
generous wages paid labor, he asked, 
“Is it not possible that a similar re- 
vision is pending in agriculture? Is 
it not probable, too, that if agricul- 
ture were prosperous throughout the 
world it would enhance the pros- 
peritv of all?’’ ° 

William H. Settle, president of the 
federation, said that the question of 
taxes still remains one of the. major 
problems of agriculture, and will re- 
main as long as the general property 
tax system remains the basis of levy- 
ing taxes.”’

On Birth of Their Son Is Exhibited Here 





The diamond necklace which Na- 
poleon I presented to the Empress 
Maria Louisa on the birth of their 
only child, the Duke of Reichstadt, 
has been brought to this country, it 
was learned yesterday, by a mem- 
ber of the Hapsburg family of 
Austria. 

The necklace consists of forty- 
seven large diamonds set in -ilver 
and gold and is valued at $500,000. 
It was. shown privately yesterday in 
the safe deposit vault of a Fifth Av- 
enue bank by. Mrs. C. F. Townsend, 
who represents the Archduchess of 
Austria, Marie Therese, born ILu- 
fanta of Portugal, the owner by in- 
heritance of the nectlace, which 
was known before the World War in 
every court in Europe. 

The Archduchess Marie Therese is 
now 74 years old. In her younger 
days, when she wore the necklace :o 
any court function, the jewels were 
always under oe. The same pre- 
caution for their safety ‘has been 
taken since the arrival of the neck- 
lace in the United States. 

Mrs. Towsend said she felt great 
responsibility in looking after the 
safety of the jewels while they were 
in America, and would not exhibit 
the necklace peeecly unless it was 
placed under heavy guard. . 

The necklace was entered free of 
duty as an historic antique. It re- 
poses in a plush box of royal blue, 
and is made up of matched dia- 


monds, set in the form of briolittes 
and pendants, there being ten of the 
former and nine pendants. 

With the necklace was shown the 
original will of _Empress . Maria 
Louisa, signed and sealed, who be- 
queathed them to the Empress 
Sophie, mother of the late Emperor 
Franz Joseph of Austria. In turn 
they passed to the Empress Sophie's 
second son, Karl Ludwig, and then 
to the Archduke’s wife, Archduchess 
Marie Therese. 

A note of authentication from the 
American Minisier to Austria, Albert 
Henry Weshburn; a letter from the 
Archduchess Marie Therese, describ- 
ing the jewels that make. up the 
necklace and giving its history, as 
well as a document from the Heps- 
burg Court of Succession, signed and 
sealed by the old court, also accom- 
pany the jewels. ; 

The necklace is listed in the Royal 
Archives of France as No. 0241. Also 
accompanying it is the original biil 
of the jeweler, Nitto, for raaking up 
the necklace, and presented to Na- 
poleon. In makinz up the collection. 
it is said that Napoleon gave orders 
to all the leading jewelers of the 
world to’ assemble for this use the 
finest stones they could find. 

The only~child of Napoleon I and 
the Empress Maria Louisa, whose 
birth was so_signaily henored by the 
Emperor, is sometimes known as Na- 
popleon II, or as VlAiglon (little 
eagle). . ,

SAYS AMERICA DERIVED 
NAME FROM MOUNTAIN 


Guatemalan Historian Holds Word 
Originated From Amerrique 
Peak, Not From Explorer. 


GUATEMALA CITY, Nov. 25 (®).— 
Dr. Maximo Soto-Hall, Guatemalan 
historian, believes the name ‘‘Amer- 
ica’? was derived from the ancient 
mountain of Amerrique and the city 
of Americopan, in Central America, 
rather than from the explorer and 
geographer Amérigo Vespucci. 

Speaking before the National Geo- 
graphic and Historical Society of 
Guatemala, Dr. Soto-Hall said that 
the name ‘‘Americopan,”’ given to a 
city near the fabulous El Dorado, 
meant in the Mayan language the 
principal c‘ty in America, the Mayan 
suffix ‘‘pan’’ meaning principal city. 
‘The Guatemalan historian cited the 
researches of Julius Marcau, a six- 
teenth-century historian, to support 
his thesis. He quoted Marcau as es- 
tablishing that the name given to the 
New World was derived from the 
Amerrique Mountains in Nicaragua 


and the city of Americopan, referred 
to in the legends of the Mayans, in 
which the country is mentioned as 
‘“‘Amerrica.”’ 





CHIANG IN NANKING 
PROCLAIMS VICTORY 


Commander Reports Rebels in 
Honan and Hupeh Lost 
40,000 Men and Supplies. 








TURNS EFFORTS TO CANTON 





Saving of Southern City Expected— 
Peace Believed Assured Until 
Sprihg at Least.

SHANGHAI, Nov. 25.—The return 
of President Chiang Kai-shek to Nan- 
king today was signalized by an- 
nouncements claiming a decisive vic- 
tory over the Kuominchun rebels in 
Honan and Hupeh, where the Na- 
tionalists admit losses of 8,000 dead 
and wounded, but declare that the 
rebels lost 40,000, as well as vast 
quantities of munitions, three planes, 
three tanks and also all the rolling 
stock of the Lunghai Railway. 

Able German advisers were said to 
have contributed largely to Nanking’s 
triumph, which, if it reaches half 
the extent of the official claims, 
seems to assure peace in North Cen- 
tral China at least until next Soring. 

Extreme precautions marked Gen- 
eral yg 2 Kai-shek’s return to the 
capital in his automobile, which was 
preceded and followed by armored 
cars, while heavy cordons of police 
and soldiers guarded the route along 
the river to his residence. 

. With victory attained over the 
Kuominchun by a combination of su- 
periority in men and munitions and 
the lavish use of money, General 
Chiang is now straining every re- 
source to cope with the serious sit- 
uation in the Canton areas, where 
the ‘‘Ironsides’’ and Kwangsi rebels 





are advancing rapidly. 

Foreign observers believe that if’ 
Canton is not betrayed before the} 
arrival of Nanking reinforcements | 


the Southern rebels will be scattered 
within three weeks, even if they. do 
not obey the instructions said to 
have been given by radical rebel lead- 
ers to conclude an armistice, in view 
of the Russian aggressions in Man- 
churia. 

The rebels have occupied Wuchow 
and advanced as far as Tenhsing, 
the Cantonese commanders retreat- 
ing without fighting to the line of 
confluence of the North and West 
Rivers, only twenty-five miles from 
Canton, in order to shorten their 
lines, it is reported. 

The determination to rush large 
bodies of troops to Canton by sea is 
evinced by instructions of the Mari- 
time Customs not to permit vessels 
with Chinese flags to leave Shang- 
hai and the chartering by the China 
Merchants Navigation Company of 
seventeen vessels on behalf of the 
government. 
Confusing reports from Manchuria 
tell of an army of refugees stream- 
ing eastward from the region of 
Hailar, where 20,000 Chinese soldiers 
were said to have been trapped, with 
half of them disarmed and half 
killed. . The disorderly retreat of the

REVERSES JUDGMENT 
IN CYRIL TOLLEY SUIT 


British Appellate Court Finds for 
Checolate Company in Case 
Involving Golf Champion. 


LONDON, Nov. 25 (#).—The Court 
of Appeals today reversed a judg- 
ment ven last July in favor of 
Cyril Tolley, British amateur golf 
champion, in which he was allowed 
£1,000 damages against a chocolate 
firm for alkeged libel because of the 
unauthorized use of his photograph 
in an advertisement. 

The court allowed the chocolate 
firm’s appeal and entered a judg- 
ment in its favor. 

Mr. Tolley had sued on the ground 
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that the advertisement would suggest 
that he was paid for it, which would 
impair his amateur status in golf 
and hurt his standing as a stock 
broker, since it was inst the rules 
of the Stock Exchange to advertise. 

Justice Greer, in rendering the 
opinion, severely criticized the com- 
pany’s. use of the photograph but 
said that as it was not defamatory 
there was no legal redress. 

Some persons by the nature of 
their profession invited publicity and 
public approval or disapproval, said 
the justice, but it was easy to under- 
stand that an amateur sportsman 
might strongly object to the use of 
his name in an advertising cam- 
paign of a commodity in which he 
had no interest. The firm, in pub- 
lishing its advertisement without 
first obtaining Tolley’s consent, acted 
inconsistently with the decencies of 
life and there should be a legal 
remedy, the justice said, but unless 
the publication was defamatory it 
was not subject for legal action. 

Lord Justice Slesser agreed with 
Justice Greer, saying that the publi- 
cation was incapable of defamatory | 
meaning.

Her Arrest Is the First Under New Papal State

VATICAN CITY, Nov. 25.—The po- 
lice of the independent State of the 
Vatican today took into custody a 
Norwegian subject, Ramstad Mar- 
garet Gudum, om a charge of at- 
tempting to murder one of the 
canons of St, Peter’s,. Archbishop 


‘John Smit, formerly Vicar Apostolic 


of Norway. It is the first arrest in 
the new State. 

Mgr. Smit, at the completion of his 
duties for the day, was entering the 
sacristy of St. Peter’s when he was 
approached by the woman, who ad- 
dressed a few excited words to him 
in a loud voice, and before he had 
time to reply she took a step back- 
rawing a small revolver 
out of her handbag, pointed it at him. 

Mgr. Smit immediately grappled 
with her and, with the help of a few 
persons who had been attracted to 
the scene, the revolver was wrested 
from her grasp before she had time 
to fire, 

The woman was handed over to 
the papal gendarmes, who, after 
locking her inthe guard house, 
which serves as the prison of 
the Vatican: City, questioned her for 


'@ long time, trying to discover her 


motives for threatening Mgr. Smit. 
It appears that vesterday she ap- 
proached Mgr. Smit, whom she 


knew by name, with a request for 
work. His reply having been unsatis- 
factory, she decided to revenge her- 
self by taking his life. Her replies to 
questions, however, clearly showed 
she was of unsound mind. 

According to the 
treaty, she could be handed over to 
the Italian authorities for trial and 
punishment. The fact that this step 
has not yet been taken is considered 
an indication that the Vatican in- 
tends to send her back to Norway 
without trial if it is proved her mind 
is unsound. 

In his struggle with the woman 
Mgr. Smit was assisted by another 
canon of St. Peter’s, Prince George

21,000 Votes Are Deciared’ Invalid 
—Nationalists Seem Doomed ‘to: 
Defeat in Referendum.

BERLIN, Nov. 25.—Following the 
official recount of the entries to the 
petition for a referendum on the 
rejection of the Young reparations 
plan and recantation of the ‘‘war 
guilt lie,’’ 21,000 votes were today 
declared invalid by the Federal elec- 
tion commission, making the number 


of legitimate entries 4,135,300, or 
8,000 more than the required 10 per 
cent of the total eligible electorate. 

The government will now present 
Dr. Alfred Hugenber’s “‘liberty law’ 
to the Reloheag, where it will be 
rushed through the prescribed three 
readings and rejected. It will then 
be submitted to a national referen- 
dum to be held on Dec. 22. 

The discovery of more than 20,000 
illegal entries on the voting petitions 
indicates the desperate measures to 
which the Nationalist campaigners 
were forced to resort in their efforts 
to obtain the required 10 per cent. 
The votes rejected by the election 
commission consisted chiefly of 
registrations by unqualified voters, 
double entries and votes recorded 
outside the official voting precincts 
through the illegal circulation of 
petitions. 

The final count shows that less than 
10.2 per cent of all the voters sup- 
ported the orisinal petition, which 
was less than four-sevenths of the 
nominal vote of the Nationalist fac- 
tions in regular political elections, 
while 37,000,000 voters ignored the 
issue entirely. 

The forthcoming plebiscite will in- 
volve a cost to the government of 
more than 3,000,000 marks ($714,000), 
in which are included the expendi- 
tures involved in the initial voting 
last month. To override the Reichs- 
tag’s veto of the “‘liberty law’’ it will 
require an affirmative vote of more 
than half the nation’s eligible elec- 
torate of 41,000,000. 

The Liberal and Socialist parties 
have ordered their respective follow- 
ing to remain away from the polls 
on the date fixed by the Ministry of 
the Interior for the nation’s verdict. 
The indifference manifested by the 
preponderant body of voters in the 
original balloting, and the fact that 
the referendum is to be held on the 
Sunday before Christmas, which is 
traditionally the most unpopular day 
on the German calendar for deciding 
a@ political issue, further led the 

vernment to count confidently on 
he overwhelming defeat of the Hu- 
genberg-Hitler attack on the Young 
plan, with which the Nationalist 
agitators have linked up the renun- 
ciation of the war-gujlt admission ex- 
acted of Germany when she signed 
the Versailles Treaty. 

In contradistinction to the initial 
voting on the “liberty law,’’ which 
consisted of individual entries by 
supporters of the measure, the com- 
ing referendum will be by secret 
balloting.

BUDAPEST, Nov. 25.—The pro- 
posal of the agriculturists of Hun- 
gary, Rumania and’ Yugoslavia to

Standards Bureau Will Study 
New French System to 
Guide Ships and Planes. 





INVISIBLE ROUTES TRACED 


Device Uses Hertzian Waves to De- 
feat Lack of Visibility—Ex- 
perts Report Favorably.

PARIS, Nov. 25.—The American 
Army and Navy and the United 
States Department of Commerce are 
now in possession of very favorable 
reports from their officials abroad 
concerning an entirely new system 
of ‘‘physical navigation,’’ which is 
described by scientists and engineers 
as nothing short of revolutionary. 
The invention, or series of inventions 


—the work of William. Loth, a 
Frenchman—is said to provide a 
practicable method of establishing 
and directing the courses of vessels 
and aircraft. through. the application 
of magnetic and Hertzian waves, 
thereby affecting a tremendous sav- 
ing of life and property from catas- 
trophes at sea and in the air. 


Washington Conference Set. 

To complete the detailed investiga- 
tions already made in France by 
American naval, military and com- 
merce attachés, John J. Ide, techni- 


cal assistant in Europe for the Na-' 


tional Advisory Committee for Aero- 
rautics, is sailing on the Leviathan 
on Thursday to lay the whole prob- 
lem before the Bureau of Standards 
at Washington. A conference at the 
offices of the bureau will be held on 
Dec. 9, and it is quite likely that the 
outcome of the discussions will be a 
demonstration near Washington for 
which M. Loth and a staff of his as- 
sociates will journey specially to the 
United States. 

The first disclosure of the existence 
of the Loth system was made on 
Oct. 14, when the French Academy 
of Sciences witnessed a practical 
demonstration. Members were en- 
thusiastic. 

Because of the revolutionary na- 
ture of such an invention, American 
army and navy officials at once be- 
gan an inquiry while the Department 
of Commerce representatives at 
Paris started their own investigation. 
Further tests were made in the 
presence of Americans and the at- 
tachés were so favorably impressed 
that the interest of the highest offi- 
cials at Washington is now about to 
be engaged.

Two Hurt as Tanker Explodes at Scottish Port: 
Blast of British Chemist Shakes Grangemouth 





GLASGOW, Scotland, Nov. 25 #).— 
The oil ‘tanker British Chemist, 
which arrived at Grangemouth this 
morning with a cargo of 10,000 tons 
of crude oil, exploded tonight. Three 
terrific blasts shook the whole town. 

Six members of the crew saved 
their lives by jumping overboard but 
two were badly burned.

' for the use of land transport. 





Can Quickly Alter Routes. 


To add further value to the system, 
the sea and air routes traced with 
Hertzian waves can be altered at will 
from a centrally located station and 
within periods less than sixty sec- 
onds. Nor does this alteration cause 
the slightest inconvenience to the 
pilot who is following a given course 
by s2a or air, 

The courses now followed by ves- 
sels and aircraft consist of either a 
single straight line or a series of 
straight lines joining two points. 
These are precarious and lacking in 

recision. A course traced by the 

th system is said not to be limited 
by straight lines—it may describe any 
line desired, straight or curved, and 
one which can be altered when de- 
sired, 

To guide aircraft and ships ‘‘guide 
cables’? are used at the entrances 
and exits of ports, along dangerous 
coast lines for vessels and at the 
immediate approaches of flying fields 
for airplanes.

LONDON, Nov. 25.—An interpreta- 
tion calculated to alarm holders of 
government stock has been placed 
upon the remark made by Tom 
Shaw, Minister of War, in the House 
of Commons tonight in the absence 
of Prime Minister MacDonald and 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Philip Snowden, regarding the pres- 
ent high yield on war loan. 

To offset an argument against the 
government’s increased expenditure 
on social services, Mr. Shaw declared 
that, owing to the increased value of 


sterling, holders of British bonds 
were receiving ‘‘$500,000,000 annually 
which they are not entitled to.’’ 

Mr. Shaw argued that during the 
World War the government borrowed 
money at inflated rates. 

‘‘We adopted after the war a finan- 
cial policy of deflation and are now 
paying interest on deflated money,” 
the Minister said. ‘‘That is a fact 
that has to be faced before the coun- 
es can be put on its feet again.”’ 

n the lobbies tonight the Socialists 
assume the speech is a hint of a 
measure in the next budget to reduce 


stock. The Conservatives, who ac- 
cept the same interpretation. declare 
they will fight the issue to the limit, 
even if it entails the downfall of the 
government. 

Some of the most surprised mem- 
bers of the Commons who listened 
to Mr. Shaw tonight were his Cab- 
inet colleagues, and it is believed he 
spoke without the authority of the 
Cabinet.

Palestine Official “Tells Board of 
Inquiry Jéws Attacked Arabs 


Before Riots.

JERUSALEM, Nov. 25.—Nine pris- 
oners arrested at Jaffa as leaders 
of the anti-Jewish boycott agitation 
are giving much trouble to the 
authorities here. 

At 5:45 this morning, according to 
the police version, native policemen 
entered their cell to remove Jaudat 
Habab for transportation to the Acre 
jail, near Haifa. Upon entering they 
were set upon, they said, by Jaudat 
and his brother, Medhat, who is a 
member of the Jaffa municipal gov- 
ernment. The native police immedi- 
ately summoned British policemen to 
their aid and one of the Britons was 
attacked by Medhat, it is asserted. 
The British policeman, who is a for- 
mer pugilist, 6 feet tall, was com- 
pelled to use force, the police say, 
and as a result one of Medhat’s ribs 
was fractured. 

Medhat is being treated for his in- 
juries at the Jaffa jail and Jaudat 
finally was forcibly removed and 
transported to Acre, where he will 
serve a year’s imprisonment in lieu 
of a year’s exile in another district, 
as originally sentenced, because he 
refused to execute the required bond 
of $2,500 with two guarantors. 

As a protest the remaining prison- 
|ers are declared to have smashed all 
the windows in the cell, but finally 
were quieted by the British police. 

A deputation from the Moslem and 
Christian Association again inter- 
viewed District Commissioner Camp- 
today for the purpose of dis- 
cussing an alle brutal assault on 
Medhat, to which the commissioner 
replied that he would inquire into the 
matter. 

All of the Arabs in Jaffa are still 
on strike. This is the third day, and 
it will continue tomorrow. 

In the course of the day many ru- 
Mors were circulated throughout the 
country that police had fired upon 
cefowds of demonstrators, but the 
reports are described in official 
quarters as entirely unfounded, as no 
demonstrations took place. Wherever 
groups attempted to gather in the 
streets they immediately were dis- 
persed by police and troops and the 
town is well guarded.

Transaction Will Be First Instance 
of Return of Major Unit Since 
Dissolution in 1911. 





Control of the Anglo-American Oil 
Company, Ltd., the largest distrib- 
uter of petroleum products in Eng- 
Jand, is about to pass back into the 
hands of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey, trom which it was 
separated by decree of the United 
States Supreme Court in 1911, 

The Standard Oil Export Corpora- 
tion, a subsidiary of the Standard of 
New Jersey, announced yesterday the 
terms of an offer which it has made 
to the shareholders of Anglo-Ameri- 
ean and through which Standard Oil 
Export expects to acquire not Jess 
than two-thirds of the outstanding 
stock of Anglo-American. The share- 
holders of Anglo-American, in the 
event that all of them exchange their 
stock, will receive the equivalent of 
about $75,000,000, which is about $18 
a share for Anglo-American stock. 

Deal Said to Be Certain. 


The transaction, which has been 
under negotiation some months, is 
certain to be consummated, it is said. 
Between 20 and 30 per cent of the 
Anglo-American’s shares are owned 
by the Rockefeller interests and oth- 
ers identified with the Standard Oil 
group, and a large percentage of the 
remaining stock is owned in the 
United States. The executive person- 
nel] of Anglo-American consists large- 
ly of Americans, the chairman being 
F. E. Powell, formerly of New York. 

By acquiring Aug)o-American, Stan- 
dard of New Jersey will become at 
once a leading factor in the market- 
ing of petroleum products in Eng- 
Jand.

Tells of Calls for Organizers. 


“The spirit of looking backward to 
the Socialist triumphs of 1912, when 
we had 12,000 municipal officials in 
the country, is on the wane,’”’ Mr. 
Senior said. ‘‘There is not a single 
section of the country from which 
we do not receive letters asking us to 


send organizers to take advantage of 

the growing Socialist sentiment.’’

Ambassador De Martino Repu- 
diates Stories Mussolini Would 
Rule Italo-Americans, 





SAYS NATION SEEKS PEACE 





Declares in Philadelphia Address 
His Country Wants Only to Be 
Ready to Defend Itself. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 25.— 
In an address here tonight described 
as “inspired by frankness, even 
though this frankness may displease 
friends, be they American or Ital- 
jian,’’ Nobile Giacomo de Martino, 
the Italian Ambassador, repudiated 
one by one allegations that [tal- 
ian political leaders are promoting 
schemes in this country prejudicia! 
to the United States. 

He denied that Fascist Italy is 
combatting the Americanization of 
Italian immigrants here and would 
maintain a domination over both 
naturalized and unnaturalized Italo- 
Americans in ord>r that they may 
be retained as elements in a world- 


wide Fascismo régime. Signor de 
Martino said such allegations ema- 
nated from European press services 
and ‘‘persons who are not in good 
faith.”’ 

The Ambassador spoke at a dinner 
given in his honor concluding a day 
in which he was the guest of the city. 

His utterances were regarded as 
being of great diplomatic moment, 
anc it was believed that the empha- 





sis upon alleged political machina- 
tions had been inspired by a recent 
magaziné article entitled ‘‘Musso- 
lini’s Américan Empire.’’ although 
the Ambassador mentioned no publi- 
cation by name. 


Defends Fascist League Here. 


Addressing» ‘‘those..Américans in 
g00d faith,’”’ Signor de Martino said 
they had been led ‘‘insidiously to be- 
lieve that the Italian Government. 
through a Fascist organization in 
this country, is carrying out nothing 
less than work of a political char- 
acter.”’ 

‘“‘The most fantastic exaggerations 
and conjectures have been made,’’ he 
declared. pointing out that the Fas- 
cist League of North America, re- 
puted to be the fountain head 
of Mussolini-inspir d ‘‘terrorism 
against Italo-Americans. was an‘‘in- 
corporated organization of young 
Italo-Americans. subject to the laws 
of the United States.”’ 

“We have always made it a point 
to consider it ag autonomous,’ he 
said. “If,some time we have had 
to take an interest in it, this has 
been because of our desire to pre- 
vent certain overzealousness which 
might produce misunderstandings. 

“To explain to the American peo- 
ple what is the Fascist ideal and 
philosophy, and to defend this ideal 
and this philosophy against the per- 
sistent attacks of our adversaries, 
evidences of which are seen every 


day—this and nothing else in the pur-. 


pe which we see in the Fascist 
ague of North America. 


Says Italy Seeks Peace. 


“All of this talk of a threat to 
American institutions by this asso- 
ciation is a joke. But the joke ends 
when I hear it affirmed that the Ital- 
jan Government uses the Fascist 
League to pussue dark political 
schemes in this country. With ali my 
force and with indignation in my 
heart I deny such an insinuation. 

“It.is a grave offense so much as 
to seppcse the Italian Government 
capable of so flagrant an impropri- 
ety. I appeal to all Americans who 
are friends of and familiar. with 
my country, and I ask them- what

‘“‘We only want the preparation of 
our force of defense,’’ he said, ‘‘and 


note that the idea of ‘preparedness’ 
for the United States is masterfully 
set forth in the speech made by 
President Hoover on Armistice Day. 
Premier Mussolini and the entire 
Italian nation insist that there exist 
complete cordiality and trust in the 


relations between Italy and_ the 
United States. 
“But above all, I want to draw 


your attention to the response, 2a 
response of: most sincere approvgl, 
piven in Italy to the idea expressed 

y President Hoover in his speech on 
Armistice Day. for the immunity in 
time of War of ships carrying food- 
stuffs.”’ 

The Ambassador said critics of 
Fascismo were the tools of Bolshe- 
vistie propaganda, and added that 
while Italy has diplomatic relations 
with Moscow, ‘‘the spirit of Fascism 
is in striking contrast to the spirit 
of Bolshevism.’’ 

He denied that the Italian Govern- 
ment objects to the naturalization of 
Italian immigrants in this country 
and that the Italian Government 
“imposed on the _ Italo-Americans 
abroad taxes that are imposed on 
Italians in Italy.’’

Gatenberg Bible in.Collection 


One of the most significant items 
in the library is a copy of the Guten- 
berg Bible on vellum, one of three 
known vellum copies in perfect con- 


| dition, Dr. Vollbehr said yesterday. 
|A paper copy was sold at auction 


here in 1926 for $106,000. The library 
has a total of 4,500 volumes all of 
which were printed in the fifteenth 
century. Only one was issued as late 
as 1500. 

The library will be auctioned 

abroad rather than in New York, 
Dr. Volibehr said yesterday, because 
he thought there were more collec- 
tors there interested in incunabula, 
and European dealers were much 
less likely to comé here to attend an 
auction than were American dealers 
to go abroad for such an event.

the year. 

“Basing figures on reports from 
twenty-seven out of forty scheduled 
air transport operators, it is esti- 
mated that 45,000 passengers were 
carried by air transport companies 
operating on regular schedules dur- 
ing the first six months-of the year,”’ 
Mr, Young said. ‘‘This means that 
an average of 254 passengers is be- 
ing carried each day on established 
airways. The majority of flying ac- 
tivities, however, now consist of mis- 
cellaneous operations, such as aerial 
sight-seeing flights, air taxicab ser- 
vices. and other forms of non-sched- 
uled flying. 

“A recently. completed census. dis- 
closes that approximately 748,000 pas- 
sengers were carried by miscellane- 
ous aircraft operators during the sec- 
ond quarter of the year (April, May 
and June), which means that an 
average of 8,311 passengers were 
poison age daily by miscellaneous 
operator’, or a total of 8,865 passen- 
gers carried each day in all classes 
of flying during the first six. months 
of this year.”

The indictment against the defen- 
dants charges that on Aug. 30 there 
was a riot on the road near the 
Clinchfield mill village after strikers 
had removed furniture from the 
home of a strike-breaker and had 

revented the Sheriff from return- 
ng it. Troops dispersed the strikers. 

nder the cross-examination of A. 
Hall Johnson of counsel for the de- 
fense, Hogan asserted that Hoffman, 
who had been accused of instigating 
trouble in the local mills by forming 
a union, arrived in Marion two 
months after the union had been 
formed. 

He denied that there had ever been 
a “secret”? méeting at which Hoff- 
man advised strikers. not to permit 
non-unionists from moving into the 
Clinchfield mill village. 

On Aug. 30, Hogan said, he went 
to the road leading into the Clinch- 
field mill village and tried to keep 
the crowd quiet. When the troops 
arrived he ordered the crowd to let 
them pass through, but when he saw 
a girl whose leg was bloody he said 
he “sort of lost my head.’’ This was 
when the soldiers halted and threat- 
ened to shoot. 

Hogan admitted he beat a slow re- 
treat when Captain W. C. Lyda, in

THIS YEAR IN STATE 


Of Victims in Season Just Closed, 
14 Were Shot by Companions 
—Toll 8 Less Than in 1928.

ALBANY, Nov. 25.—Twenty-four 
persons wére killed and eighty-seven 
were injured in hunting accidents 
during the season just closed, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by the 
Conservation Department. ..The num- 
ber of persdéns killed is eight less 
than last year. 

In 1926 twenty-nine persons were 
killed And eighty-six injured. 

Of the hunters killed this year 
fourteen were shot by their com- 
pafiions, six met death by their own 
gums and four deaths came from 
htiriters in other parties. Of those 
injured forty-three were shot by com- 
panions, thirty-three by their own 
guns and fourteen by hunters in 
other parties.

BLACK FIGHTS LAY-OFF 
IN NAVY YARD HERE 


Representative Asserts It Is Dis- 
criminated Against in Allo- 
cation of Work. 


A charge that the Navy Depart- 
ment is discriminating against the 
New York Navy Yard in Brooklyn 
in its allocation of work to yards 
was Made yesterday by Representa- 
tive Loring M. Black. He addej 
that an attempt will be made by the 
New York members of Congress to 
Pave more work allocated to the 
navy yard here to avert the annual 
lay-off, which usually comes in Jan- 
uary,.

Organizers to Stress Contrast in 
Wages and Working

Plans for the organization of 4,000 
negro dressmakers, as part of the 
preparations now ‘under way for a 
general strike of 45,000 dressmakers

Campbell admitted writing a note 
to Force and having it conveyed in

William Force testified that an un- 
known inmate at the oan! of a gun 
forced him to go through Binks 
and that he took no part in the riot.

In an 
instant Aldino came upon them, he 
said, and after passing some words 
with Lentine in Italian demanded 
that they release him. . ‘‘He told 
Cramer to take his hands off of 
his gun,’’ Allen testified, ‘‘and then 
| raised his shotgun. and fired.’’ He 
said he fired at Aldino as the latter 
ran and later learned that he struck 
him in the wrist. He followed Aldino 
into the shrubbery, Allen told the 
jury, and captured him. 

On their way back to where Cramer 
had fallen, Allen said he stumbled 
and fell. Aldino jumped upon him, 
he continued, and beat him into un- 
consciousness. Aldino was arrested 
several days later in Newark, N. J.

Argentina is particularly affected 
by our tariff laws, Mrs. Livermore 
added, because of that nation’s im- 
portant economic competition with 
the United States. 

Mrs. Livermore conducted the 
round table, which was the last of 
a series of weekly. discussions. of 
Pan-American relations. The discus- 
sion centred about a book by Pro- 
fessor Clarence H. Haring, ‘‘South 
America Looks at the United 
States.’”’ 


“The Monroe Doctrine is a doc- 
trine of defense,’’ Mrs. Livermore 
declared, ‘‘and in spite of the fact 
that all of our Secretaries of State 
have not known of its history and 
haven’t realized its importance, it is 
the policy which has saved South 
America from exploitation.’’ 

She urged ratification by the Sen- 
ate of the treaties of arbitration and

nations and the United States, now 
awaiting Senate action. 

“Such _ ratification is essential,’ 
she said, “‘to show that the United 
States is not rendering lip service 
only, and to offset the anti-American 
a spread in South America 

y European imperialistic nations.’

AT LYNN STADIUM 


Charging Flasks at Harvard, 
Bauer Orders Police to Stop 
School Game at First Sign.

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LIQUOR RING WITNESS 
TELLS OF SEIZING SHIP 


Coast Guard Testifies at Trial of 
Long Island Groups—Jary to 
Get Case Tomorrow. 





Attorneys for the government and 

for the defendants in the so-called 
Long Island liquor ring trial’ of 
Rudolph Wylk and seven others were 
of the opinion yesterday that the 
case would be in the hands of the 
jury not later than tomorrow. The 
government will rest its case this 
morning, Assistant United States 
Attorney Thomas E. Kerwin said 
The trial is before Federal Judge 
John M. Woolsey and a jury in the 
United States District Court. 
The story of the capture of the 
schooner Vinces, one of the six boats 
named as having been operated by 
the alleged conspirators, was told on 
the stand yesterday by Boatswain 
Alexander Cornell. in command of 
Coast Guard Patrol] Boat 290, which 
brought the Vinces in. 

She was captured, Cornell said, 
about midnight of Sept. 20, last, af- 
ter a short chase. Sighting the ship 
off Shagaway Point not far from 
Montauk Point, Cornell testified, he 
started after her, but instead of run- 
ning away she turned her prow to- 
ward him in an endeavor to ram him 
He got his boat out of her way and 
fired two blank shells at the 
schooner, which then ran, but was 
soon captured. 

Louis Hector, a lumber commission 
merchant of Miami, Fla., confirmed 
earlier testimony that the schooner 
Litchfield had actually been laden 
with lumber. There had been testi- 
mony that the lumber was but a 
means of concealing liquor aboard. 

Further testimony that he had built 
radio transmitters and receivers for 
Wylk and others of the defendants 


‘was furnished by Robert Lacy, a 


radio engineer. He did not admit at 


any time that he knew the sets were 
for illegal purposes. 


He ‘‘surmised,”’ 
he said, certain vessels and trucks 
carried liquor, but never knew such 
to be a fact.

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TIGER’ TOLD MIND 
TO WAR REPORTERS 


Summoned Each New American 
Correspondent to Acquaint 
Him With French Stand. 


WAS CRITICAL OF WILSON 











Bemoaned Lack of Cooperation at 
Paris and Feared Snub if He 
Wrote Him—Derisive of Envoy.

LONDON, Nov. 25.—Whet your 
then newly appointed Paris corres- 
pondent arrived in France, early in 
1918, wondering. how soon he would 
have the privilege of interviewing 
Premier Clemenceau, he was. sur- 
prised to receive a note asking him 
to call on M. Clemenceau at the War 
Office in the Rue St. Dominique. 

The ‘‘Tiger’’ explained to the 
newspaper man that it -vas his cus- 
tom to see each new representative 
sent to Paris by any American news- 
paper which he and the French 
Government took seriously. He also 
explained that the call was not for a 
quotable interview, but merely to 
ive the newcomer some first-hand 
nsight as to the political aspects of 
the war from the French viewpoint. 

The matter on which a difference 
of opinion among the Allies was 
most acute at the moment’ was the 
roposal to send a large allied mili- 
ary force into Siberia by way of 
Vladivostok to help Japan fight the 
Bolsheviki, who were then feared 
as potential allies of Germany. 
President Wilson was strougly op- 
posed to the plan and refused to let | 
any considerable American force 
join the Siberian expedition. 


Explained Difficulty. 

The difficulty of the Frénch Gov- 
ernment in discussing this and other 
matters with Washington was one 
of the things that M. Clemenceau 
talked about to your correspondent. 


“Our trouble is that we can never 
know definitely and quickly what 
your President in Washington is 
going to do or how far he will go 
in cooperating with the rest of us in 
doing what we think is the best 
thing to be done to win the war,’’ 
he said. ‘‘Mr. Wilson and his gov- 
ernment are not represented here in 
our Supreme War Council by any- 
body with real authority to act. It 
makes the situation very awkward 
and means delay and uncertainty. 

“Lloyd George is here for England, 
Orlando for Italy and I for France. 
All three of us have full power to 
commit our countries and govern- 
ments togwhatever we decide should 
be done. But there is no American 
plenipotentiary here. General Tasker 
H. Bliss, the American representa- 
tive on the Supreme War Council, 
is an excellent soldier, a man of 
sound judgment and a delightful 
gentieman, but entirely without 
pore to act with the rest of us, al- 
hough we are all four supposed to 
be equal in the council. 

“‘General Bliss has no authority to 
fay yes or no in any vital matter 
that arises. He tan do little more 
than act as a sort of exalted stenog- 
rapher who reports to President Wil- | 
son everything that we say, do or} 
think, but who can give us no im- 
mediate assurance as to what Presi- 
dent Wilson will do, say or think. 
We have to wait to learn that, and 
sometimes the information is..never 
forthcoming. 44 


Feared Snub by Wilson. 


“The other day I told President 
Poincaré that I was almost minded 
to write a personal letter to Presi- 
dent Wilson concerning the Siberian 
question,: but that I would not do 
so for fear of being snubbed by get- 
ting no reply at all.”

Buried Without Rites.

Special Cable to THe New Yorx Ties, 
MOUCHAMPS, Vendée, France, 
Nov. 25.—On an embankment which | 
slopes down to a murmuring stream | 
and beneath the shadow of a giant | 
spruce tree, Georges Clemenceau | 
was Jaid to rest today in his native! 
province of Vendée. , 
There was neither pomp nor cere- | 
mony at the burial. His gardener | 
from his cottage at St. Vincent | 
threw into the grave the five last | 
roses of the year, yellow and red, | 
plucked this morning from the gar- | 
den he loved so much. On the cof- | 
fin his son Michel laid a Iaurel 





with the impulse of farewell, tore off 
an orchid some one had given her 
and dropped it, too, into the grave. 

Silently each member of the family | 
and those few friends who had been | 
admitted round the grave bent down, 
lifted a handful of earth and dropped 
it in over the coffin as they walked 
away. 

It was the burial the ‘‘Tiger’’ had 
asked for. He lies beside the father | 
he held in such respect, on land he | 
owned in the province he loved above 
all others of that France which he 
saved, 


Stream Trickles Past Grave. 


There is a little waterfall in the 
stream which trickles past the grave. 
Acacia trees, a cedar and laurel have 
been planted near by. Behind the 
grave a private road runs to the 
hamlet of Colombier, near which is 
a farm dominated by an old mill- 
house where four generations of 
tenants of M. Clemenceau’s family 
live, 

- They all came today to the grave- 
side‘ of their landlord and. friend— 
Mme. Blanche, great grandmother, 
in her Vendéen costume and little 
Madeleine, with’ whom last Summer 
the old ‘‘Tiger’’ joked and played. 

From the road all that can be seen 
to mark this family burial ground is 
the great granite stone presented 
Some years ago by Greek friends. 
On it the sculptor Sicard has 
carved a bas relief of a helmeted 
Minerva leaning on her spear. In the 
original the spear point rested on a 
manuscript which represerited the 
Treaty of Versailles and was intend- 
ed to symbolize the sanctity of 
treaties. - 

“Suppress the manuscript,’ M. 
Clemenceau had said. ‘‘The point of 
the spear will indicate that I rest 
there.’”’ 

There is no inscription on the stone 
and there will be none. On the coffin 
there was only a brass plate with the 
name, Georges Benjamin Clemen- 
ceau, and the dates of birth and 
death, 

Not Placed Upright. 

The coffin was not placed. upright, 
as it had been said it would be. The 
stony character of the ground pre- 
vented that, for below four feet the 
diggers came to living rock and it 
was on this that the coffin was laid 
horizontally but sloping slightly~ te-

ROME, Nov. 25 (7).—News of the 
death of former Premier Clemenceau 
was received in Italy with deep 
regret’ for Italian statesmen held 
him high in their esteem as one of 
the men most. responsible for 
winning the war. Editorial comment 
praises him highly for his accom- 
plishments ‘during. the..war. . but 
criticizes him for his part thereafter 
as a foe to Italian aspirations. 

“Clemenceau was aS much an 
enemy to Italy during the peace as 
the Generals of the German Army 
were during the war,’’ said II Tevere, 
‘‘We ‘ought to consider that in his 
heart and intellect only France had 
a place, in order to pardon him the 
ferocious and gratuitous enmity he 
showed us. But for’ that fact itself | 
we ought to judge him a very bad 
statesman. A mediocre man in poli- 
tics and.a great patriot, but blind. 
Italy has already turned her back on 
him, together with his past of weak- 
ness, wanderings, renunciations and 
submissions. ’ 

“Clemenceau issued from the war 
with the laurels of the victor, and 
this is just,’’ says Il Picolo. : ‘‘The 
peace conference showed he was not 
our friend, but this fact ought not to 
obscure our judgment to the point 
of not recognizing the enormous mer- 
its he had from the point of view of 
his- own country. France loses.in 
him one of her greatest devoted 
friends.’’ 

Meridiano says: ‘‘Curt, energetic, 
impassioned, renowned for his talent 
and feared for his spirit, ome can 
characterize the Tiger as one of the 
most vigorous personalities of his 
country. He.revealed himself in every, 
period as fully faithful to ‘des- 
tinies of his country when all other 
spirits wavered.”

Lack of Time His Explanation. 


But after the election days and 
months went by and M, Clemenceau

His attitude was variously inter- 
preted. Some said it simply was con- 
tempt for the Academy and for offi- 
cial honors. Others said M. Cle- 
menceau found nothing interesting 
in Faguet and could not bring him- 
self to write the eulogy, and others 
said. he was unwilling to be received 
into the Academy on account of old 
personal antagonisms for Raymond 
Poincaré, who had been appointed to

sion. 

Whatever may have been the rea- 
son, the fact remains that M. Cle- 
menceau never set foot among the 
Immortals and never directly an- 
swered its communication. He 
promptly returned the annual salary 
offered to Academicians and all its 
other benefits. 


Academy’s Attitude Stiffens. 


In the meantime the popularity of 


M. Clemenceau. waned and_ the 
Academy, rebuffed by his treatment 
of their advances, became unwilling 
to accept his conditions for entering 
its portals. 

The ‘‘Tiger,” when uestioned 
about it, always passed the matter 
off with a joke at the expense of the 
Academy, and preserved this attitude 
until death. The Academy, however, 
never made any move to fill his seat, 
but now that he has gone will soon 
have to find another Immortal. Who- 
ever he is will have the difficult task 
of. combining a eulogy of Georges 
Clemenceau as an Academician with 
praise of Emile Faguet, who has 
never received his due, and this as 
well as the diffidence almost any one 
would feel at stepping into the shoes 
of M. Clemenceau is expected to pro- 
vide. the Academicians with some 
trouble in filling the empty chair. 


URGES CIVIC AWAKENING. 


Tuttle Tells Sons of Revolution 
Government Is Too Complex. 


Urging 250 fellow-members of the 
Sons of the Revolution to greater 
interest in political matters with a 
view to simplifying the administra- 
tion. of our government Charles H. 
Tuttle, United States Attorney, de- 
livered the key address last night at 
the Savoy Plaza at the celebration of 
the 146th anniversary of the evacua- 
tion of New York by the British on 
Nov. 25,1783. He declared that our 
present form of government had be- 
come so complex that even the most 
acute human mind no longer could 
follow its development completely or 
adequately. 

He asserted that if the present 
form of legislative and executive con- 
trol be corrupt, ‘such condition had 
arisen from the spoils system, and 
those responsible for the departments 
took advantage of the fact that the 
better type of citizen had little in- 
terest in governmental! affairs. 

Mr. Tuttle said that the legal code 
governing society had as its object 
the . efficient .functioning of the 
powers of two boxes, the ballot box 
and the Pied box. Unless the growing 
power of those opposed to the proper 
functioning of these two safeguards 
to liberty curbed by a better class 
of citizenship, he said, long arms 
would reach out and shake these two 
institutions. and .with them others 
that today were believed sound 
enough to be unshakeable.

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SCIENCE AND RELIGION 
.DECLARED NEAR TRUCE 


500 Chicage Ministers of ‘Join- 
ing in Search for Trath.’

CHICAGO, Nov. 25. — Professor 
Kirtley F. Mather, head of the De- 
partment of Geology of Harvard Uni- 
versity, addressing a meeting of 500 
Chicago ministers today, declared 
that the battle between science and 
religion was rapidly approaching a 
truce. His subject was ‘‘Science in 
Search of God.’’ 

“The scientist and the theologian 
are laying down their arms because 
they realize that warfare is neither 
scientific nor Christian,’’ he suid. 
“Instead, they are agrees | in the 
search for truth, each realizing the 
validity of the field of the other.” 

Asserting that the origin of man 
could be explained without any resort 
to religion, but that the existence of 
a Christian gentleman, in the high- 
est sense of that term, could not be 
explained without it, he continued: 

“I don’t see anything necessarily 
supernatural in the origin of man. It 
is perfectly iogical to me that out 
of the inorganic things of the world 
emerged conscious living beings and 
that out of the conscious gee be- 
ings, only yesterday in the geologic 
sense, emerged self-conscious man, 

“But I do believe that there are 
spiritual values as well, operating in 
this physical world, and if these spir- 
itual forces are law-abiding and con- 
sistent, the scientist has much to 
offer the man of religion.’’ 

Stating that the most important 
contribution of science to humanity 
was ‘“‘a spirit of truth-seeking whose 
final court of appeal is the fact of 
experience rather than the account 
or interpretation of it,’’ he added 

t ‘‘we are willing to question even 
the ‘word of God.’ ”’ 

But out of <1is questioning, Pro- 
fessor Mather cortinued, came a 
conviction that the universe was ra- 
tions], that there was a definite se- 
quence of cause and effect, a process 
of law-abiding existing everywhere. 

“‘Einstein calls this ‘the curvature 
of the cosmos,’ whatever that may 
mean. Others called it ‘Jehovah,’ 
and some call it ‘God.’ ‘There are 
many names for this administration 
of the universe, but the common task 
of all religion is to explain the na- 
ture of this administration. 

‘To the scientist, e is mi- 
raculous, everything is significant. 
But by what standard shall we select 
the miracles most significant? To 
the question the Christian has no an- 
swer. Those most significant are 
those which, like the life and teach- 
ings of Jesus, tend to promote a type 
of living that brings enduring happi- 
ness.’’ 

He defined his personal belief in 
God as embodying “‘not a person, but 
yet some qualities of personality.”

“T haven’t a word to say on the 
editorial in The .Chronicle,’”’ said 
Bishop Manning. ‘‘That’s purely 
Church gossip,.and I am_ surprised 
that THe Times would reprint it.’’ 

He then asked: “‘Have you inquired 
into the character of that publica- 
tion?’’ 

The Rev.. Dr. W.. Russell. Bowie, 
rector of Grace Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in a formal statement deny- 
ing that the details of the controversy 
had emanated from him, said: 

“The statement concernin the 
visit to New York of the Bishop of 
Winchester, contained in the edi- 
torial from The Chronicle of Pough- 
keepsie. and given the wide publicity 
which THs New-York TiMEs repre- 
sents, contained some implications so 
unfortunate that I very much‘ desire 
to correct them. ‘A careful reader 
will notice from the tone of the edi- 
torial. the real fact that it is based 
on hearsay, but a less careful reader 
might receive the impression that its 
statement had emanated from Grace 
Church. The latter inipression, would 
be completely contrary to the facts, 
for nothing has been further from 
our desire than that the presence 
among us of this distinguished visi- 
tor from England should be asso- 
ciated with anything suggestive of 
ecclesiastical disagreement. 

“The Chronicle editorial and the 
article in THe Trwes also convey. the 
mistaken impression that the Bishop 
of Winchester requested to preach in 
Grace Church, distinguished a 
person did not need to make requests 
to preach anywhere.

Lehman Tells Teachers at Syra- 
cuse Education Should Be 
More Evenly Distributed. 








STATE’S PAY RATE PRAISED 





Report Shows Teachers in New 
York Get Higher Salaries Than 


Elsewhere in the Country.

SYRACUSE, Nov. 25.—Vitalization 
of the entire public school program 
as it applies to children of adoles- 
cent age, and a larger unit of taxa- 
tion and administration based on the 
social and economic life and activi- 
ties of the present time, were de- 
manded by Lieut. Gov. Lehman, 

rincipal speaker tonight at the 
bamenet of the House of Delegates 
of the State Teachers’ Association. 

The local tax and administraticn 
units, he pointed out, should be 
large enough to provide good school 
facilities from the kir.dergarten 
through the high school. One-teach- 
er schools, he said, should not be 
required to do the whole educational 
job in small and weak units. 

Dr. Harlan H. Horner, executive 
secretary of the State association 
and editor of New York State Edu- 
cation, the official journal, said in 
his annual report that teachers in- 
creasingly get more nearly what they 
earn in money and seek constantly 
to earn what they get. - 

New York State ranked first in the 
standard of teacher pay in the Union 
in the latest available statistics. Sal- 
aries averaged $2,025 here, in _con- 
trast with a range down to $678 in 
Alabama. 


Teacher’s Status Improved. 


The status of/ the teachers in the 
community hag improved in fifty 
years to such/a degree as to pro- 
duce a full reversal of conditions 


which prevailed when ‘‘the schovl- 
marm”’ walked alone, Dr. Horner 
said. He pointed out that in eleven 
years the State has completed or has 
undertaken $500,000,000 worth of 
school construction, a sum greater 
than that expended in the entire 
maintenance of the system for a pre- 
ceding period of more than thirty- 
three years. 

The vast program of educational 
equipment was summarized in the 
construction of 1,718 buildings since 
1918, among them 260 high schools, 
31 senior-junior high schools and 37 
junior high schools. 

President G. Carl Alverson of Syr- 
acuse spoke of the inspiration of 
everyday human understanding in 
the association between teachers, 
children and parents. 

“Fit the children for citizenship in 
democracies of the world of the fu- 
ture,’ he said. ‘‘The lessons of the 
past have value chiefly as they en- 
able us to meet the problems of to- 
day.”’ > 

Concerning the preparation of 
teachers, especially of the scholastic 
reauirements, he said: 

“Degrees are desirable if we nave 
the requisite grace to wear them, 
but more important than any degree 
is the preparation to receive it. 

“The vital thing is to teach the 
child,’? he said. ‘‘The teacher can 
bear in mind that the waves of spe- 
cial techniques which sweep over the 

rofession are valuable as they help 

o keep teachers alert, but that they 
are not the essence of teachi

Especially 
pleasurable was the unusual power 
and singing quality of the pianist’s 
left hand here and in the Medtner 
‘‘Improvisation,’’ Op. 31. 

There were no heights of technical 
virtuosity or intensity yesterday af- 
ternoon, and the lack of them mili- 
tated slightly against the impression 
upon the auditor in the soloist’s per- 
formance of Chopin and of Bala- 
kireff‘s scintillating ‘‘Islamey.’’ How- 
ever, it is carping to ask more than 
Mr. Haigh offered, for he offered 
much, especially to the musician. 

The audience prevailed upon him to 
add to the printed program. 


ROTH QUARTET REAPPEARS. 


Large Audience Attends Recital of 
Rare Distinction. 


The Roth Quartet of Budapest, 
seen by Americans at many Euro- 
pean chamber music festivals and 
first heard here last year, after its 
participation in a like event at Pitts- 
field, Mass., as well as this season 
again, on Oct. 15, after a festival at 
the Library of Congress in Wash- 
ington, returned to play its second 
program of the season at the Town 
Hall last night.

7, a work 
native to the Hungarian home of its 
interpreters, aggressively modern 
music of an undoubted individuality.

It would be astonishing if ‘‘Sher- 
lock Holmes,’’ which Mr. Gillette re- 
vived for the last time at the New 
Amsterdam last evening, had lost 
none of its magic and alarm since its 
last appearance. Ithas. Some of its 
tricks, which were no doubt original 
thirty years ago, have become bare- 
faced through excessive repetition. 
and you see through them, and ’way 
beyond into the years. But what 
seems more astonishing is that you 
can still enjoy it to the last subter- 
fuge and the last bit of knavery. It 
is an amazingly enjoyable piece of 
entertainment, trick or no ‘trick, and 
as festive an evening as you are like- 
ly to have this season. 

Do you remember Mr. Gillette’s 
entrance? During the preliminary 
scenes the safe-crackers, blackmail- 
ers and the racketeers of another 
era have been bianching and shud- 
dering whenever the name of Holmes 
is mentioned. ‘‘’Olmes! ‘im!’’ say? 
the cracksman. When he rings the 
door bell, how they scamper around, 
preparing to greet him with a calm 
exterior! Presently he steps in quiet- 
ly, sits down unobtrusively in the 
corner—a hero, a superman, the mas- 
ter mind of all the sleuths on stage 
and in fiction, entitled to split his 
lungs -with mbast. But when. at 
length he s ks, again it is in that 
dry, crisp, faint voice that under- 
states its significance. ‘‘Oh, thank 
you so much!”’ he says with the air 
of a university man considerably 
overbred. And if you liked ‘‘Sher- 
lock Holmes’’ before, when it was a 
play in tte modern manner, you are 
bound to like it again as Mr. Gillette 
wanders around impassively, a stoic. 
and ore, who regards all life as 
child’s play. ‘‘Elementary, my dear 
Watson.”’ To him everything is a 
clue. 

The style in thrillers has — 
iomiarbably: No longer do_ the 
modish criminal plays run to such an 
extensive series of mysterious bells, 
gongs, buzzers, thuds, screams, re- 
sounding dost bolts and passages of 
prose. Villainesses in evening at- 
tire no longer snap their fingers 
quite so defiantly when they are 
pinched. Nor do the sleuths adopt 
so many hirsute disguises. Some of 
the excitement has slipped away 
from that ingenious scene in the gas- 
house, and the howling swells are 
a little hilarious with their fine Con- 
tinental manners. 

But these things hardly matter. 
For Sherlock Holmes, once a detec- 
tive in a series of gripping stories by 
Conan Doyle, has become William 
Gillette incarnadined, and at the 
age of 74 his personality is still mag- 
netic. Between speeches last evening, 
and before an audience of theatre- 
goers, acadethicians, representatives 
of the cloth and of either the bridge 
or the quarterback, Mr. Gillette recap- 
tured the old introspective heroism. 


You saw him tearing the packet of | 7; 


letters out of the upholstery, brood- 
ing before the fire in Baker Street, 
pressing the needle into his wrist, 
flicking a revolver off his chest with 
a toss of the hand and a contemptu- 
ous sneer, smoking calmly in the 
face of Professor Moriarity and jest- 
ing with sublime indifference in the 
face of death. 

What a mind! One look at the per- 
fidius Madge Larabee, one swift 
look about the room with his gi > 
magnifying glass, and he read the 
events of the last three days. One 
affectionate glance at the admiring 
Dr. Watson and he perused the his- 
tory. of a week. Nowadays only the 
psychoanalysts are pri to so much 
intimate information. & a matter of 
fact, you are safer in the hands of 
Sherlock Holmes, who is a gentleman 
even in love. 

After five years Alice Faulkner 
may subdue him into domesticity, as 
she insists upon doing in the last 
scene; and then. she will be in for a 
lifetime of discipline under the mer- 
ciless eye of one who reads evidence 
in such trifles as scratches on a boot. 
There will be no vagabond loving in 
the home of Sherlock Holmes. But 
his courtliness is a thing marvelous 
to behold. When the look of love 
comes into those sorrowfyl eyes, and 
Sherlock Holmes, leaning’ wearily én 
the doorway, remarks laconically, 
‘*Home — love,’”” you realize that the 
best mind in seven centuries leaves 
a noble heart unprotected. 

Although Mr. Gillette prefers to 
play in the old costumes, and the 
sets_are the old, painted canvas, the 
associated actors wear costumes of 
today. They are good actors—John 
Miltern as a resonant Moriarty; Mon- 
tague Shaw as the Larrabee scoun- 
drel, Peg Entwistle as the maiden 
smitten by kindness, Roberta Beatty 
as a proud intriguer, and Wallis 
Clark as an obtuse but thoroughly 
respectful Dr. Watson. It is a dust 
thriller. But with Mr. Gillette still 
reserved and moderate, wearily alert 
to the. machinations of the black- 
guards, it is an evening of affec- 
tionate enjoyment.

W. L. PHELPS CONFERS

He Greets Performer as “Master 
of Acting” at Ceremony After 
Opening of Play Here. 


At the conclusion of the play, Pro- 


ferred on William Gillette the honor- 
ary degree of M. A. which Professor 
Phelps, after quoting a Latin phrase, 
interpreted for the audience to be 


Master of Acting. In addition, a 
bound volume of congratulatory 
letters to Mr. Gillette from 


prominent people was presented to 
the famous acter by Professor 
Phelps. It contained letters from 
former. President Coolidge, Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle, Booth Tarking- 
ton, Edwin Arlington Robinson, John 
Philip Sousa, Francis Wilson, Percy 
Mackaye and Daniel Frohman. 
Professor Phelps then read ex- 


Mr. Robinson wrote that he not only 
was an admirer of Mr. Gilletie’s 
work as an actor, but also as a nov- 
elist. Mr. Sousa remembered Mr. 
Gillette’s work in ‘‘The Professor,’’ 
when he acted in it for the first time 
years ago in Philadelphia. Mr. 
Frohman recalled the days when Mr. 
Gillette was earning $50 a week, 
while he and David Belasco were re- 
ceiving only $35 a week. The other 
$15, explained Mr. Frohman, was 
paid to Mr. Gillette because he had 
to act sometimes in addition to his 
duties as stage manager at the old 
Madison Square Theatre. 

Not all the letters were in prose. 
Those of Mr. Mackaye and Mr. 
Wilson were written in verse. The 
former’s poem was dedicated to the 
famous cigar which is so effectively 
used by Sherlock Holmes in the Step- 
ney gas chamber scene. 

In his speech of thanks Mr. Gii- 
lette said: 

‘The only possible answer to ail 
this is absolute silence. It took me 
more than two and a half hours to 
think up the speech of my life, as I 
had not been apprised of all this un- 
til the curtain was about to rise. Dur- 
ing the course of the play I-had quite 
a job because of this speech which I 
knew had to be delivered. I clutched 
at every proverbial straw and I feel 
now that I have a load of hay on my 
shoulder.’ While I was listening to 
Professor Phelps I began to think it 
must be a case of mistaken identity; 
this 'was- an honor for another Gii- 
lette—perhaps for the Senator. of 
Massachusetts or the‘ maker' of razor 
blades. Anyway, I want these letters 
even if it lays me open to the charge 
of obtaining them under false pre- 
tenses. I simply will accept this vol- 
ume with avidity and amazement.”

The Theatre Guild brought to its 
playhouse last night one-twelfth of 
that epic -dramatic panorama of the 
French Revolution which Romain 
Rolland has had in process of 
creation for the last twenty-five 
years. It was the play known as 
“The Game of Love and Death,” 
which the Guild announced last 
season but abandoned in the course 
of rehearsals. Into its presentation

The other is when Carnot, the most 
temperate of the bloodthirsty Moun- 
tainists, pleads with the husband 
either to join the cause more heartily 
or flee for his life. And the third 
comes when the husband and wife, 
having decided upon death, sit down 
for a period of reverie while the 
shadow of the guillotine creeps ever 
nearer. 

The play is almost saved by a single 
periormance—the precise dominating 
acting of Claude Rains, who, as Car- 
not, contributes magnificently to one 
scene. Miss Brady does not have a 
réle worthy of her mettle as one 
of the drama’s first ladies—Mr. 
Conroy is perhaps more successful 
than she in avoiding total submerg- 
ence in the rhetoric. Mr. Kruger is 
also not his best as the romantic 
fugitive, Vallee, which is probably 
the fault of the part. 

When he has had the opportunity, 
Mr. Mamoulian has brought move- 
ment and rhythm to his direction.

“The Patriarch,”” which came last 
night to the Forty-ninth Street Thea. 
tre, is a.saga of stern souls and 
rugged hearts—a play about -moun- 
tain folks and their. ways. Their 
ways are hard but just; they them- 
selves are Spartan in their suffering. 


It is a play about mountain justice, 
and it has a not uninteresting story 
to tell. It tells it ponderously, and 
at far too great leneth for the theatre. 

They are pretty hard to make into 
good entertainment, these mountain 
plays. The author of this one, who 
is named Boyd Smith, must be given 
the usual credit for ‘‘sincerity’’—an 
excessive sincerity, in this case, for 
it has led him to follow his story 
to its most tragic and relentless con- 
clusion, But it is hard to travel along 
with him, difficult to take the whole 
thing very seriously. It is not en- 
tirely the fault of the actors if one 
kept being reminded of those plays 
that somcbody’s boat-show troupe 
acted at the Belmont a season or 
two ago. 

The venerable mountaineer of the 
title is the Solomon of the mountains 
—a wise man noted for his stern but 
kindly justice, and by long custom 
summoned in the place of the law 
whenever mountainecring emotions 
precipitate a crisis. The play, as 
might be imagined, btings on a 
situation wherein the patriarch must 
act as judge in his own household. 
One of his sons kills the other in-a 
misunderstanding over a woman, and 
it is the verdict of the father that 
the guilty boy must die. It was at 
this point of the play that the lad in 
question indulged in what seemed to 
be the leading understatement of the 
season. With his brother already 
dead and himself about to be 
executed, he paused for a moment 
and looked forward into the future. 
‘‘Mother will fret a lot,’’ he said. 

A small cast, headed by William 
Courtleigh and Cecilia Loftus, does 
its best by the mountain dialect. 
There is a good deal of standing by 
the door and saying, ‘‘Wa-al, God 
He has a-provided a mighty fine 
de-ay this yere de-ay.’’ It is hard 
to listen to, and that goes for the 
whole play. Mr. Courtleigh and Miss

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“ENERGETIC YET PRUDENT.” 

Praise for President Hoover in his 
efforts to mobilize a healthy busi- 
ness sentiment and dispel unreason- 
able fears should not omit reference 
to the spirit of caution and restraint 
which has been evident in what he 
has said and done. He has not de- 
nied that conditions have been and 
still are “ disturbed.” But he would 
not have apprehension for the future 
overdone. He would doubtless agree 
that the recent. Wall Street panic 
was not like previous collapses in 
the stock market which deeply in- 
volved manufacturing and commerce. 
There is in this fact ample ground 
for reassurance and hopefulness. But 
it is plain that the President does 
not expect, probably does not desire, 
anything like a “boom” market or 
a sudden expansion of production. 
What he is looking for is remedies 
rather than stimulants. In the words 
of his appéal:to the Governors of the 
States, any ‘concerted action to be 
undertaken by them should be “ en- 
ergetic yet prudent.” 

Perhaps the main emphasis for 
the present should be on prudence. 
It is a hard school in which millions 
of Americans have just :now been 
taught that virtue, and it is to. be 
hoped, from every point of view, 
that they will not soon forget the 
lesson. It has been one in which 
principles are elementary, but which 
it- seems necessary to impress again 
and again upon people misled by 
financial authorities, as they are re- 
garded, who cry out arrogantly but 
‘ignorantly: “ We have changed all 
that.” The essentials have not been 
changed. Industry .and -thrift and 
sagacity still lie at the basis of new 
accumulations of real capital. These 
and. other homely . economic truths 
must be once more ‘taken to heart 
im this country. : That should be 
done not simply from the motives of 
burnt children who dread the fire, 
but from the standpoint of the truly 
prudent man who knows, as Mr. 
HOOVER seems to suggest, that en- 
ergy wrongly. directed,. because ‘not 
carefully studied and out of line with 
long .experience,.- will merely. make 
our last estate worse than:our first. 











REFORM OF NEW JERSEY 
FINANCES. 

In a memorandum submitted to 
,Governor LARSON the’ National In- 
stitute of Public - Administration, 
' charged with making a survey of 
New Jersey's financial system, has 
‘pronounced it “a most archaic and 
‘scrambled arrangement.”’ It is. only 
nécessary to pass in review the 
duties-of the State’s financial agents, 
the mannér of ' their appointment, 
methods.of bookkeeping, the scatter- 
ing of collected moneys among many 
funds, and-the failure of ‘the State 
to ; receive | adequate interest ‘upon 
its deposits in banks,’ to understand 
that. the people. of New, Jersey will 
insist upon reform. The, ‘present 
budget accounts for only’a third of 
receipts and ‘expenditures. » Funds 
aré deposited in favored banks to 
draw only 2 per.cent interest. The 
Conttoller is, ayditor of his own 
pre nah and records. ..He and: the 
State Treasurer are members of the 
State ‘House Commission’ by appoint- 
ment of. the Governor, who himself 
if member: Besides having certain 
financial ere re ‘onetbeate 

ie e, 
panenpbed Segg nas after the 
Captioh; and; grounds. Of the work- 
ing relationship between the Gover- 
nor~and~the other *members~of -the 





State House Commission the mem- 
orandum says that it ‘does not rest 
“so much on legal provisions as 
“ upon allegiance to the same politi- 
“cal party.” 

There are -evidences, some : of 
quite recent date, which indicate 
that ;direct, expeditious, open-and- 
aboveboard action cannot be ex- 
pected of this commission. 

The Controller is a member of 
various other. commissions, boards, 
and funds, and a recommendation 
is-made that he be removed from 
them. As to the Treasurer, although 
he is largely a custodial and dis- 
bursing officer, “‘ a considerable part 
“of the revenue is actually collected 
“by other State agencies.” Much 


: duplication of bookkeeping occurs. 


The Budget Commission is appointed 
by the Governor,, one from each 
party. Also the Civil Service Com- 
mission is the Governor’s creation, 
politics entering into it. Tax admin- 
istration is in a muddled condition, 
various boards and departments’ im- 
posing taxes. Administration of the 
State debt is handled ineffectively. 
Bonds are sold months before they 
are needed. In the meantime, in- 
terest, of 4% per cent is paid to pur- 
chasers, while banks are allowed to 
hold the money raised. , 

It is urged that the Controller be 
relieved of all powers except those 
of auditor, and that the State House 
Commission, Budget Commission, 
Civil Service Commission, State Pur- 


$1.50 | Chasing Agency and the State Print- 


ing Board. be abolished; that a gen- 
eral fund be substituted for upward 
of thirty-five special funds; that the 
Governor submit to the Legislature 
an omnibus. budget; that a Depart- 
ment of Finance be created; that 
there be a single-headed tax bureau; 
that a general income tax be levied 
to affect those who work in other 
States; and that the highest rate of 
interest be secured on State deposits 


h| by competitive bidding. With these 


recommendations a _ Legislature, 
largely Republican, will have to deal, 
and it rests with a Republican Gov- 
ernor to advocate the legislation 
proposed. 





TRENDS IN POWER. 


Congress seems to have adopted 
the stupid -policy of starving the 
Federal Power Commission. Here 
is an agency set up for the purpose 
of encouraging the use, under licens- 
ing provisions, of the country’s la- 
tent water-power resources. On the 
commission devolved large respon- 
sibilities for protecting the public 
interest. Yet the lawmaking body 
has never allowed sufficient appro- 
priations to administer it properly. 
But at least it has had funds 
enough to publish an annual report. 
During the incumbency of Mr. O. C. 
MERRILL as secretary of the commis- 
sion that document often proved 
worth reading, because it took a 
somewhat detached view of a sub- 
ject steeped in controversy. 

The commission’s latest report 
states that the generation of electric 
energy in this country has increased 
126 per cent in the past decade. 
Some years ago it was confidently 
predicted that water power would 
eventually drive out steam power. 
But during the past ten years only 
about a third of the total energy has 
been. developed by hydroelectric 
plants. From year to year the pro- 
portion has varied within a narrow 
range. The commission is able to 
find “no definite trend toward 
either steam or hydro.” The water- 
power output for 1929 will be sharp- 
ly reduced, owing to droughts in 
some parts of the country. A more 
important factor of recent years has 
been the remarkable improvement in 
the efficiency of steam plants, which 
has narrowed the margin hitherto 
enjoyed by water power in many lo- 
calities. The commission takes note 
of the fact that these altered condi- 
tions have led to the assumption in 
some quarters that “ henceforth hy- 
“ draulic power will be of diminish- 
“ing importance.” Something sus- 
piciously , of. this tenor was. in- 
cluded in last year’s report, but 
the compiler of the present docu- 
ment—Mr. MERRILL resighed some 
months ago—believes that ‘the 
“facts available do not warrant any 
“such conclusion.” 

There is no doubt that competi- 
tion between the two means of gen- 
eration is increasingly keen, many 
systems finding it miost economical 
to'comibine them. Water power ig 
an exceptional. resource. It-is not 
exhaustible like gold or coal. It. often 
creates incidental benefits; in the 
arid regions..of. the .West,. for. ex- 
ample, after driving the turbines the 
water may, be turned on the. land 
for. irrigation purposes. In some 
rivers power dams may. serve inci- 
dentally to:improve navigation: or-to 
furnish flood: control. It might be 
added that in the case of this par- 
ticular resource it is Nature rather 
than man, that is wasteful. Great 
rivers like the St. Lawrence are still 
allowed to run unharnessed to the 
sea, Their proper control, as Mr. 
OWEN YOUNG has pointed out, cre- 
ates a substitute for coal and so 
makes a direct contribution to the 
conservation movement. 

The commission is almost tearful 
because, in spite of all these advan- 
tages, water-power development does 
not enjoy a full measure of “ public 
encouragement.” As water rights 
become more valuable, litigation in- 
creases. The: commission, like ‘Mr. 
HOOVER, would prefer to see disputes 
settled -man-faShion by the ecngi- 
neers. It thinks that some projects 
have, been unfairly taxed. It notes, 


too, that “ regulation is still seeking: 





‘ for the guidance of generally ac- 
“ cepted policies and principles.” 
That can hardly be called an over- 
statement of what is admittedly one 
of the greatest present difficulties. 
Although regulation has not proved 
a failure, as’ some of its critics seem 
to think, neither has it proved a 
complete, success. The baby has 
grown faster than its nurse. Cur- 
rent investigations, notably that now 
under way in this State, should be 
able to point the way to greater 
vigor and effectiveness in the regu- 
latory process. “ Public encourage- 
ment” hinges on. better control— 
and less politics. 
—_—_—_—— 

THERE’S NO SUCH A FISH. 

To a country largely. composed 
of delicatessen shops, the English 
theory and practice of -“ sardines ” 
have at least the interest of curios- 
ity. Following the ruling of the 
courts, the British Board of Trade 
holds that the name “sardine” 
“may be legally applied only to fish 
that are real sardines.” In our 
Eastern States, as in New Bruns- 
wick, certain or uncertain small 
fishes, especially menhaden, are 
caught, done up in oil, consumed at 
home or exported. The New Bruns- 
wick “sardines” are accepted as 
“sardines” throughout the British 
Empire, save by South Africa and 
Great Britain. ~Great Britain will 
not admit them if the word “ sar- 
dine ” is on the title page of the box. 
South Africa will accept unreal 
* sardines ” when Great Britain does. 
The Board of Trade remains unre- 
pentantly punctilious. Its parliamen- 
tary secretary has just waved away 
again these pseudonymous intruding 
little rascals. 

What is a “really sardine”? The 
New English Dictionary puts a Brit- 
ish slant in its definition: 

A’ small fish of the Herring fam- 
ily, Clupea. pilchardus, abundant 
off the shores of Sardinia and Brit- 
tany, or a young pilchard of the 
Cornish coast, when cured, pre- 
served in oil, packed in tins or 
other cases for sale as a table 
delicacy. — 

Pilchards are close relations of the 
Herring family. We learn from an- 
other authority that the “sardine” 
is an impostor. He is simply “a 
young Pilchard.” “Sardine” is just 
a name. The “sardine” does not 
have even that nominal existence 
until he is painted in oil or, as is 
sometimes his happier fate in the 
Midi, drowned in red wine. Divers 
deserving small fishes, subjected to 
a common lingering and humorous 
punishment in boiling oil, are packed 
and carried about the world. Why 
all this talk about “true sardines ”? 
How does a “sardine” extracted 
from the English Channel become 
any truer or better than a New 
Brunswick or Maine “ sardine’? 
If some “ sardines” delight the taste 
more than others, that is probably 
because they are prepared more 
skillfully. The “sardine” is made, 
not born, as the expression “ sardine 
factory ” shows. 

The British Board of Trade must 
be trying to protect local juvenile 
Pilchards. The United States is the 
greatest maker of this imaginary 
“fish.” It is historically appropri- 
ate that “sardonic” and “ sardine” 
find their name-saint in the same 


island, 





MOTHER GOOSE STEPS OUT. 


At Teachers College a campaign is 
under way for taking the ‘“ bunk” 
out of child literature, with special 
reference to the fairy tales. The 
trouble with the three little pigs 
who went to market and the three 
bears who -entertained Goldilocks 
unaware and the whole articulate 
menagerie in Aesop seems. to be 
that they either serve no useful pur- 
pose or actually convey erroneous 
information. What is worse, they 
inculcate sentimentality; plain senti- 
mentality according to one authority 
at Teachers College, mawkish senti- 
mentality according to another. In 
place of the three little pigs and the 
three bears, big, middle and little, 
there will be stories about the little 
boy who até so much cereal that he 
got to be strong enough to lift up 
his own pony, and about the little 
kitten who drank so much milk that 
she got to be fat and rosy. And 
while we are about it, the Alphabet 
picture books are to be rewritten so 
that A isn’t for Ant or for Apple 
but for Antennae or American Can; 
B isn’t.for Bird but for Bacardi or 
Bootlegger, or something equally 
real and modern. 

Presumably the authors who -are 
getting’ ready to substitute fact for 
fable in the literature of infancy are 
‘sure of \the -permanent validity of 
their facts. Not all of us are. It is 
by no means certain that twenty 
years from now spinach will enjoy 
the exalted position it now holds in 
the dietetics of youth. One already 
encounters’so many hinted reserva- 
tions about vitamins: and» enzymes 
and roughage and indirect ventila- 
tion that it is really impossible to 
say what will be the approved 
child’s regimen in the year 1955. 
Better, on the whole, to let the child 
have his magic horse which flew 
over the Arabian Sea and was never 
real, than the magic spinach which 
pretends to be real but is not. No 
child ever grew up thinking of Alad- 
din or Red Riding Hood's wolf as a 
fraud. But a discredited turnip diet 
is precisely the sort of thing to make 
a child nourish . an eternal grudge 
against his parents. The permanent 
validity of milk we do not question, 
because there is the very best author- 
ity for milk.and its products—from 
‘thie tow who jumped over the moon 





down to Little Miss Muffet with her 
curds and whey. 

As for sentimentality, it is still to 
be demonstrated which it is the 
world needs more today, sentiment 
or the other sort of thing. But as- 
suming that the world needs sophis- 
tication more than it does sentiment, 
where are better examples of the 
anti-sentimental point of view to be 
found than in the standard litera- 
ture of childhood? Again there is 
Goldilocks, who. took no one and 
nothing for granted, but went her 
own way, trying the hard chair and 
the soft chair before she chose the 
middling chair, and the hot soup and 
the cold soup before she chose the 
comfortably warm soup. The hope- 
lessness of putting together Humpty 
Dumpty is precisely the hopelessness 
of rebuilding a dead love, if we know 
our disillusioned textbooks. Jack 
Horner’s candid opinion of himself is 
strikingly like JAMES JOYCE’s. 





MILLS GRINDING SLOWLY. 


Apparently the Under-Secretary 
of the Treasury, Mr. MILLS, saw. no 
point in a “reorganization” of the 
Republican machinery in this city 
that did not also reorganize the 
county leaders. He is said to 
have vetoed the famous Livingston- 
Koenig.“ formula,” and the situation 
will be allowed to drift along. The 
Republican organization here is used 
to drifting, having been engaged in 
that languid movement for many 
years. National leaders of the party 
to whom were shown the wonderful 
plan of a city committee, headed by 
an eminent Republican (identity un- 
known) and deriving its power from 
the consent of the governed (the 
county leaders), were pleased with 
the idea. They are not, however, 
New: York City men. Mr. MILLS is. 
Putting the poetry and pictures to 
one side, he rudely got down to 
facts. What is the sense or force of 
an all-wide city leader, he asked, 
unless the organization is strength- 
ened from the bottom up? 

It is a blunt but unanswerable 
query. And it is fatal to mere “ for- 
mulas.” The county leaders are in- 
tent on saving their places. They 
would delegate no set of powers to 
any city-wide leader which would 
hamper their own local control. Not 
one of them has any intention of re- 
signing. They can be forced out only 
by county committee processes, and 
these processes they direct. The 
vigor with which Mr. MILLS has ob- 
jected to the plan, which is said to 
have won the admiration of both 
the President and National Chair- 
man HUSTON, seems suspiciously like 
the vigor which would be displayed 
by any eminent Republican to whom 
city-wide leadership was offered. He 
would be only a piece of window- 
dressing, and Mr. MILLS knows all 
about that. 


WHY CUT BRONX PARK? 


Objection by the Park Association 
of New York and the Citizens Union 
to the proposal for widening the 
street known as Bronx Park East 
by cutting into Bronx Park for a 
distance of from 20 to 40 feet de- 
serves the close attention of the city 
authorities. According to these two 
protesting organizations, there is not 
yet a prospect of sufficient traffic 
along Bronx Park East to warrant 
enlarging it. It is not even paved 
at present. Furthermore, as Mr. 
NATHAN STRAUS Jr. points out, 
should the traffic demands ever be- 
come great, they can be met with- 
out cutting into Bronx Park. 

The project has been approved by 
the Board of Estimate, which has 
authorized a sum of $160,000 to be 
used for the purpose. Incidentally, 
the work would destroy many fine 
trees, interfere with some of the 
park walks, and otherwise deface 
park property. This would be inex- 
cusable. Nor is there anything to 
be gained by it. It has not even the 
excuse put forward in behalf of the 
project to build a wide thoroughfare 
througk Van Cortlandt Park—that it 
would connect two main arteries of 
traffic and so relieve congestion. 

The fact that Senator STRAUs, 
who fought the Van Cortlandt Park 
project and has long been active in 
protecting the city’s parks from in- 
vasion, is now. fighting this Bronx 
Park proposal, will doubtless induce 
Mayor WALKER and Park Commis- 
sioner HENNESSY to reconsider the 
entire matter. Bronx Park is spa- 
cious, but is not so large as to ad- 
mit of reductions in area, Every 
such attempted encroachment, if 
successful, makes it more difficult 
to attack others. Already the park 
area in the city is notoriously small. 
The public has been demanding 
greater park spaces in all the bor- 
oughs. Under the circumstances. 
there is nothing to be said in defense 
of a project to still further restrict 
the park area in Greater New York. 

—_—_— 
RUSSIA AND CHINA. 

Out of the confused rumors from 
Manchuria the fact appears to be 
established that the Russians, for 
months content with inconsequential 
border raids, have pushed forward 
their military line a short distance 
along the route of the Chinese East- 
ern Railway. Yet it is difficult to 
ascertain whether this is the result 
of accident or of design—whether 
the Russian troops have simply ex- 
tended the area of their raids, or are 
now convinced that China is so dis- 
traught internally that Russia can 
risk recapturing the Chinese East- 
ern Railway with the virtual cer- 
tainty of little opposition. 

‘According to observers on the 
spot, the Russian troops ‘are better 











equipped than the Chinese. They 
are.certainly better trained. The 
Manchurian armies—especially those 
in the northwest—are little more 
than groups of bandits temporarily 
enrolled, under the direction of local 
war-lords. Soldiering in China is 
still one of the most despised of 
professions. With the exception of 
some of the regiments of the erst- 
while “Christian” General FENG 
and of the Nationalist troops staffed 
by graduates of the Whampoa 
Cadets, there are few highly trained 
troops in China. 

The mere threat of a Russian in- 
vasion, however, will surely tend 
to unite the quarreling Chinese fac- 
tions against the foreign imperial- 
ists. But the outside world will now 
have little sympathy for the Chi- 
nese if Russia advances. Had such 
action taken place at the beginning 
of the Russo-Chinese quarrel, this 
would not have been the case. In 
fact, there is reason to believe that 
the Chinese occupied the Chinese 
Eastern Railway last Spring confi- 
dent that the other Powers would 
approve, Attempts were made to 
manoeuvre Russia into the posi- 
tion of the aggressor. Having held 
her hand for months, Russia at this 
late date is not likely to risk inter- 
national ill-will by forcibly reoccu- 
pying property which the Chinese 
tried to take from her. 

It is to be hoped that the latest 
activities will induce both the Chi- 
nese and the Russians to submit 
their quarrel to peaceful settlement 
by intervention of the representa- 
tives of other nations. Secretary 
STIMSON has let it be known again 
that if there is anything the United 
States can do to help compose the 
troubles, the State Department will 
be glad to do it. Doubtless the Japa- 
nese are willing to join in media- 
tion. China is again so torn by civil 
strife that no faction is capable of 
carrying out promises. But this 
makes it the more desirable to reach 
an agreement which will ‘settle at 
least this one disputed point, so that 
the efforts of the Nationalists may 
be devoted to Restore order at 
home.

of draft of the State 
Life. Constitution of 1915 
by the Committee of 
Revision and Engrossment of the 
Constitutional Convention, of which 
the late Mr. CHarLes H. Betts was a 
member, it is remembered that he 
quoted De VINNE in urging the spar- 
ing use of the most fragile of the 
printer’s types. The report itself 
contained the statement that ‘‘the 
punctuation of the existing Constitu- 
tion is more profuse than that which 
is now employed,’’ and it recom- 
mended that commas be omitted in 
twenty-five instances. 

Though these changes were made 
by the committee simply because it 
was considered that the commas 
were not required to make clear the 
sense of the sentences in which they 
were used, it is probable that this 
frailty of the comma, borne on the 
shoulder of the type body, has had 
its influence upon systems of punc- 
tuation. Mr. Betts in quoting De 
VinneE spoke also of the ‘‘period,”’ 
the most delicate and fragile of all 
the marks of punctuation, saying 
that it should not be employed except 
where the need was imperative, that 
the semicolon and the colon—even the 
parenthesis and dash—should be used 
to carry on until the conclusion of 
the sentence or statement compelled 
the period, 

It is shocking that Mr. Berrs, hav- 
ing risen from humble beginnings, 
having faced and overcome many 
and great difficulties and attained a 
position of influence and responsi- 
bility, should have used the period 
before he came to the natural end 
of his life. A few years ago leaders 
in the State were congratulating him 
on a quarter of a century’s editorship 
of his paper. It seems the greater 


pity that he could not have carried 
his laurels, fighting death with his 
wonted mettle, to the edge of the 
grave. To those who knew him in 
other days it seems that he needed 
not to take Horace’s advice: Vivere

Lingnan University, formerly 
known as Canton Christian College, 
is the only Christian: institution in 
South China which offers such op- 
portunity to women. Yet only fifty 
women are enrolled in the university. 

Two hundred are waiting to enter 
immediately, but there is no space 
for them. 

A group of citizens in Maplewood 
and the Oranges have banded them- 
selves together as the Lingnan com- 
mittee of the Oranges to right this 
condition. They are men and wo- 
men who realize that Chinese women 
should be given this opportunity that 





they want and need so much through | a 


the provision of an adequate dormi- 
tory. 

Women fn China are anxious for a 
college education of the kind offered 
at Lingnan University. There is a 
great need among Chinese men who 
have received a modern Western sci- 
entific education for wives who are 
equally educated, who can share with 
their husbands the problems and re- 
sponsibilities of the new government, 
of educating and training children in 
this modern, changing world, who 
can interpret the ideals of Lingnan 
University to other women and be 
leaders in their communities. 

Now that women have freedom in 
China and the ‘right to a modern edu- 
cation as well as the opportunity of 
using their education, it is the duty 
of men and women who have been 
interested in American education in 
the Far East to hearken to the ap- 
peal for dormitory space and help to 
build and equip the ‘‘Orange Wing’”’ 
of the permanent dormitory for wo- 
men.

JUVENILE DELINQUENTS. 


Better Use of Playgrounds Should 
Bring Beneficial Results. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In THe Tres editorial of Nov. 22 
on juvenile delinquents you say that 
“Commissioner Whalen’s proposed 
cooperation between the Police De- 
partment and the social agencies in 
reaching individual boys who are in 
the way of becoming delinquent— 
hanging around =poolrooms = and 
speakeasies and in other unwhole- 
some surroundings—is excellent,”’ 
and that it would be better if the 
social agencies were equipped to give 
attention to ‘‘individual boys, one 
by one.”” You say ‘“‘mass reform”’ 
is. ‘impracticable, except as _play- 
grounds, boys’ clubs, improved dwell- 
ings and the like furnish better en- 
vironment.’’ 

Why not insist that our play- 
grounds and boys’ clubs be equipped 
to reach the individual typical and 
atypical child? Why not fill up our 
playgrounds and empty our chil- 
dren’s courts? What a blot on our 
boasted civilization, that children 
who could be protected in their in- 
nocence should be obliged to suffer 
the humiliation of court processes! 
We learned in the State Social Ser- 
vice Conference just concluded in 
Albany, through a paper read by a 
probation officer, that in one small 
town where there were four well- 
equipped and well-supervised play- 
grounds there was but one case 
of juvenile delinquency during the 
Summer; while in a neighboring 
town of about the same size, where 
there was no playground, there were 
forty cases of juvenile delinquency 
in the same period. 

We also heard, in a splendid, com- 
prehensive speech by Warden Lawes 
of Sing Sing, how there are employed 
there a staff of 165 experts and assis- 
tants who attempt through educa- 
tion, employment, physical cure and 
the latest methods in psychiatry to 
rehabilitate the criminal. There are 
about. 2,000 prisoners. A _ hospital 
fully equipped, with six full-time 
physicians, has been established for 
them. 

When s0 much and such deep 
thought is given to the tainted apples 
in the humanity barrel, why not let 
some real thought be given to better 
safeguarding the beautiful untainted 
ones? 

Nearly all of our city playgrounds 
should guard at least 2,000 children 
from the taints of city streets and 
tenement yards and other dangerous 
play spots. There are that many 
children within easy reach of most 
of the playgrounds. Do we use our 
brains in making the playground a 
safe attraction, rivaling the perilous 
street in opportunity for adventure 
and fun? Does the weak child find 
opportunity for swinging and other 
healthful exercise free from danger 
of physical injury by bullies and 
careless husky children? Do we pro- 
vide a corps of workers who will 
make sure that each comer to the 
playground has a chance to play in 
the way most advantageous to his 
own special needs? Do we use story- 
telling to develop hero worship? Do 
we insist on as expert handling of 
our playgrounds as we do our pris- 
ons? There is no reason why we 
should - not undermine the prison 
population by studying our play- 
ground administration with the same 
care that we do our prison adminis- 
tration. Are the children not pre- 
cious enough to the State?

I read a letter in THE Times com- 
plaining of lack of justice to the 
veterans of the World War. I read 
it with marked interest, because I 
know what the writer says is the 
absolute truth. I believe he must be 
tubercular putient, from the way 
he writes, and it is shameful. that 
these souls who are so ill must har- 
bor that dreadful feeling that they 
are neglected fcr giving up all for 
their country. 

A veteran several years ago com- 
plained to the late President Hard- 
ing, ‘‘Are you going to let us die 
with a curse on our lips?’’ and this 
is the very horrible atmosphere that 
exists today. I am the mother of a 
disabled war veteran, a man who 
left the United States 100 per cent 
physically fit and was taken by the 
draft from a widowed mother, he 
being her only support. Today this 
man is a physical wreck, suffering 
with chronic bronchitis, chronic ar- 
thritis, and has almost lost his sight. 
He receives from the United States 
Government $8 a month and 25 cents 
a week for his dependent widowed 
mother. A very generous govern- 
ment! All these ailments, which are 
of a permanent nature; were = in- 
curred in line of duty with the First 
Division, Twenty-sixth Infantry. 

He has appealed to United States 
Senator, Congressman and many 
people of .the Veterans’ Bureau, but 
to no avail. 

There is, I telieve, $500,000,000 ap- 
propriated for the ‘benefit of the vet- 
erans, but at the rate my son is 
getting compensation, as well as 
thousands of others, I should like to 
know whom this appropriation is 
meant for. My son is unable to work, 
as arthritis is a swelling and stiff- 
ness of the joints. Pathetic that the 
richest. country in the world has 
fallen down on her disabled veterans.

INCOME TAX IS PROPOSED 





Would Yield $1,500,000 in Levies | 
Which New York Now Gets, Public 
Administration Institute Says.

TRENTON, N. J:, Nov. 25.—Term- 
ing New Jersey’s financial structure 
‘“‘a most archaic and scrambled ar- 
rangement,’”’ the National Institute 
of Public Administration recom- 
mended today to Governor Larson 
and the Abell legislative investigat- 
ing committee the abolition of the 
State House Commission, the Civil 
Service Commission, the Budget 
Commission, the office of State pur- 
chasing agent and the State Print- 
ing Board. It recommended also that 
the State Controller be relieved of 
all power other than that of auditor. 
A new financial set-up of far-reach- 
ing scope is proposed. It contem- 
plates the establishment of a central 
finance department to be supervised 
by a full-time commissioner. This 
department would have complete 
supervision over the State’s finances 
and would be divided into four bu- 
reaus—budgeting, accounting, pur- 
chasing and personnel. Each would 


be directed by an experienced officer, 
| chosen after competitive examina- 
| tions. 

In connection with the abolition of 
all special State funds it was sug- 
gested that these moneys be included 
in a general fund. The report urged | 
that the practice of putting State | 
funds in ‘‘favored banks’ at 2 per 
cent interest be ended and that the 
moneys be distributed on a basis of 
the capital and surplus of banks only 
| after the highest interest rate is ob- 
| tained by means of competitive bid- | 
ing. | 
A State income tax was proposed 
as a means of bringing to New Jer- | 
sey about $1,500,000 in levies which | 
now go to New York.

Zoo Gets Its First Wild Turkeys in 15 Years; 
Rare Birds Need Not Fear Thanksgiving Day 





Up at the Bronx Zoo there are two 
turkeys to whom the making of 
mince. meat and the cooking of 
sauces — time-honored harbingers of 
the Thanksgiving dinner—bring no 
terror. Tomorrow evening, when 
ordinary’ turkeys will swing head 
downward in the market place, they 
will sit in their trees in the jungle 
out beyond the reptile house with 


| their heads tucked under their wings 


and sleep without anxiety. To them 
Thanksgiving will be just another 
Thursday. 

Their tails are tipped with a deep 
chestnut brown. The fact that they 
show no white feather there is the 
reason they go in safety through this 
crucial period. The domestic turkey 
has its tail and lower back tinted 
with white. The chestnut-tipped back 
and tail signify the coat-of-feathers 
of a genuine wild turkey. These are 
the first pure blooded wild turkeys 
the zoo has had in fifteen years. 

They arrived late last week in 
crates from the game farm of the 
Woodmont Rod and Gun Club of 


Maryland, one of the few places 


where the full-blooded species can 
still be obtained. The«king of Amer- 
ican game birds and once abundant 
in the Eastern United States, 


the 


wild turkey is rapidly becoming as 
extinct as the dodo. Generations of 
hunters have taken their toll, and 
the majority of those still in a wild 
state are tainted with domestic 
blood. 

The pair at the zoo are descended 
from a flock captured in the Mary- 
land hills along the upper Potomac 
River, a section noted for its wild 
game. The strain is said to be the 
purest in existence today. The new 
birds are just a year old and Dr. W. 
Reid Blair, director of the zoo, 
thinks they will have little trouble in 
adapting themselves to city life. They 
did present one problem at first. The 
fence around the jungle is only ten 
feet high and wild turkeys are far 
more air-minded than their domesti- 
cated cousins. The problem was fi- 
nally solved when Dr Blair found 
that a pair of scissors judiciously ap- 
plied to the ends of their wings 
would reduce their. altitude without 
destroying the beauty of the feath- 
ers. 

They are the only turkeys in the 
zoo and Dr. Blair believes they will 
come to appreciate the honor in due 
time. Meanwhile, they scratch in the 
soft earth of the jungle and think of 
Thanksgiving dinner without irony.

Two Men Get $10,640 in a Jewelry 
Hold-Up After Handcuffing and 
Beating Store Owner. 





An unusual number of robberies, 
burglaries and hold-ups were re- 
ported to the police yesterday.

Edward Ludorf, 37 years old, of 
1,758 Third Avenue, who less than 
two months ago completed two and 
a half years in Sing Sing prison for 
robbery, was shot in the left 
shoulder by police in a chase after 
he seized four diamond rings from 


Jacob Schnur, proprietor of a jewelr 
shop at 1,547 First Avenue. Ludorf, 
who visited the store Saturday night, 
came back yesterday afternoon and 
asked to see some diamond rings 
again. Schnur said he handed four 
rings to Ludorf, who placed them on 
his fingers and went to the door as 
though to examine them in daylight.

HOLD-UPMAN IN DUEL 


Surprises Him as He Threatens 
Man and Woman With Two 
Pistols in Brooklyn Bakery. 

















4 BULLETS TAKE EFFECT 





Wounded Man: Staggers to Street 
and Tries to Fire From Knees— 
Two Companions Escape. 





Patrolman John H. Rooney, a vet- 
eran with twenty-two years service 
on the force killed last night an un- 
identified hold-up man in a pistol 
duel in Samuel Rutta’s bakery at 599 
Marcy Avenue, Brooklyn. Two other 
hold-up men escaped. 

At 11:15 P. M. Rooney was passing 
the store, on the opposite side of the 
street, to put in a routine call to 
the Gates Avenue station, to which 
he is assigned. .He saw a blue taxi- 
cab, motor running, parked at the 
curb near the baker’s, with the 
driver hunched over the wheel. In 


front of the store another man paced 
nervously up and down and through 
the plate glass window Rooney saw 
a third man, brandishing two pistols. 


Gives Whistle Warning. 


Rooney dodged behind a convenient 
tree to take a careful survey of the 
situation, then ran across the street. 
The lookout saw him coming, put his 
fingers to his mouth and, after blow- 
ing .a shrill whistle of warning, 
jumped into the taxi and was driven 
away. .Rooney fired one shot after 
the fugitives and then started for the 
store door. ° 

While Rooney was planning his at- 
tack the hold-up man in the baker’s 
shop-was herding Miss Bella Frost, 
a waitress, and Isidore Molinowitz, 
another employe, from the front to 
the rear of .the establishment. He 
started for the.street when he heard 
the policeman fire after the cab. 

Rooney opened fire as he threw 
the ‘door open. The bullet hit the 
hold-up man in the chest and he stag- 
gered backward, firing at the same 
time. His. shot went wild. Rooney 
saw the hold-up man dodge behind 
the counter’ and he followed. The 
hold-up. man fired a second shot and 
missed, then. ran for the door. 
Rooney’s second bullet caught him 
in the back. 


The wounded man wheeled and 
wasted a third shot. It lodged in 
the wall of the shop. Before he 


turned to run into the street the 
ne Nga put another bullet in his 
chest. 


Felled as He Tries to Fire. 


On his knees near the curb the dy- 
ing hold-up man lifted his arm for a 
fourth shot, but he never fired it. 
Rooney let the fourth go from his 
weapon and the wounded man keeled 
over as it lodged in his abdomen. 

When the policeman bent over his 
victim at the curb, the man was 
dead. Any one of the four shots 
might have caused his death. He 
had shown remarkable endurance 


in staying on his feet after he was 
hit by the first bullet. 

Rooney found that the hold-up man 
had _ used only one of his two pistols 
in the duel. The second he had put 
in his left-hand coat pocket. It was 
fully loaded. 

The dead man was about 24 years 
old, was about 5 feet, 6 inches in 
height and was dark skinned. Noth- 
ing was found in his possession to 
identify him, so his fingerprints were 
taken by the detectives and were 
sent to Manhattan Police Headquar- 
ters for check-up. 

“T wanted to have it out with him 
in the store,’’ Rooney said later. ‘‘I 
didn’t want him to get into the street 
for fear some innocent person might 
be hit. I remembered how that poor 
woman was killed down in Navy 
Street last week, when the cops were 
shooting it out with George Small, 
the man who escaped from Elmira.”’ 

When the body had been taken to 
the Gates Avenue Police Station Roo- 
ney learned from Miss Frost, the 
waitress, that the cash register con- 
tained only $5 in change. The pro- 
prietor had gone home with the rest 
of the cash a short time before the 
hold-up man came in. 

Nicholas Schomiak, owner of a res- 
taurant at 578 Broadway, Brooklyn, 
later identified the body as that of 
the man who had taken $40 from his 
cash register. in a hold-up shortly be- 
fore 11 o’clock. He said that the hold- 
up man was so nervous during this 
robbery that he dropped both his pis- 
tols to the floor for a moment, but 
quickly recovered them. More than 
$100 in banknotes and silver was 
found in the dead man’s clothing.

Justice McGoldrick’s Decision. 
Justice McGoldrick’s decision 
granting Warder’s motion follows:

doubt as to the correctness of the 
conviction. Defendant is charged 
with the acceptance of a bribe to in- 
fluence ‘his official action as State 
Superintendent of Banks. The wit- 
ness, Dell’ Osso, testified that on 
Sept. 21, 1928, he delivered to the de- 
fendant ‘the sum of $10,000 in cash. 
There was not corroboration of this 
testimony. Dell’ Osso claims that on 
other occasions he had similarly de- 
livered to the defendant sums of 
money aggregating $63,000; and this, 
if true, tends to show that he was a 
knowing ‘go-between’ of Ferrari and 
defendant, The learned trial justice 
ruled as matter of law that this wit- 
ness was not an accomplice. 

“This ruling -was of importance 
and inay have had considerable ef- 
fect upon the outcome of the trial. 
Its correctness is seriously chal- 
lenged. Whether Dell’ Osso was or 
was not an accomplice as a matter of 
law, or. whether this question should 
have been left to the jury to deter- 
mine as one of fact, presents a ques- 
tion of Jaw. so vital and of such grav- 
ity as to justify a review of the mag:

BROKE WITH HARVEY

CHAPEL HILL, N. C., Nov. 25.— 
An intimate story of Woodrow Wil- 
son’s break with Colonel George Har- 
vey is related by Dr. Philip Alexan- 
der Bruce, the historian, in a chap- 
ter of his two-volume work, ‘‘The 
Virginia Plutarch,’’. just released 
from the University of North Caro- 
lina Press. President Wilson is one 
of the thirty-three Virginians whose 
contribution to the shaping of Ameri- 
can history is recorded. 
In writing of Woodrow Wilson and 
Colonel Harvey, Dr. Bruce says: 
“Colonel Harvey had been the first 
to bring Wilson’s name _ forward 
publicly as that of a man eminently 
fitted for the office of President. 
He had remained loyal to Wilson, 
although the _ general policy of 
Harper’s Weekly, which he edited, 
was not in harmony with the pro- 
gressive policy so persistently pro- 
claimed by his friend, the Governor 
of New Jersey. 
Harper’s Weekly belonged to the 
famous firm of Harper Brothers, who 
were supposed to be under financial 
obligatien to the powerful bankers, 
J. P. Morgan & Co. It followed 
logically that the assistance of Har- 
vey, the émploye of Harper Brothers, 
° * -was calculated to spread a 
notion in the ranks of: Wilson’s pro- 
gressive supporters, particularly in 
the suspicious West, that he was 
coquetting with the reactionary in- 
fluences of Wall Street. 
“Soon Wilson, thinking quite nat- 
urally more _ solicitously of his 
chances for the Presidency: than of 
his gratitude to Colonel WMarvey for 
his volunteered backing, dropped the 
remark that he thought the Colonel's 
public support of his cause was dis- 
tinctly harmful. 

“Being also a candid man, Harvey 
asked Wilson if there was any truth 
in the rumor that he had expressed 
this opinion. Wilson replied with 
equal frankness that there was. 

‘Ts there anything I can do,’ 
asked Harvey with strained polite- 
ness, ‘except to stop advocating your 
nomination?’ 

‘““*‘T think not,’ replied the Gover- 
nor.

CONSIDERED DIVORCE 
FOR S. M’CORMICK 


Psychiatrist Says Wife of Patient 
Agreed—‘Frendian’ Methods 
of Treatment Attacked.

SANTA BARBARA, Cal., Nov. 25 
—A divorce, as a step in mental heal- 
ing, entered into the calculations of 
Stanley F. l{cCormick’s doctors, ac- 
cording to the testimony of Dr. Wil- 
liam A. White of Washington, D. C., 
in Superior Court today. Dr. White 
revealed that divorce was considered 
when he was cress-examined by New- 
ton D. Bakes, chief counsel for Mrs. 
McCormick, from whom the divorce 
was to be obtained. 

The physician’s testimony was re- 
garded as important in view of the 
fact of the two issues which are on 
trial in the non-jury hearings be- 
fore Judge: Dehy. 

The first concerns a petition for 
court order establishing Harold F. 
McCormick and Mrs. Anita McCor- 
mick Blaine in their continuation of 
the: mental treatment which has for 
two years been accorded their ailing 
brothér; and the second concerns 
Mrs. Stanley F. McCormick’s peti- 
tion for a court ordér discontinuing 
Harold McCormick and Mrs. Blaine's 
co-guardianship over their brother’s 
care, and replacing them with her- 
self as sole guardian. 

In her petition, Mrs. McCormick 
alleged that the co-guardianship of 


the brother and sister has resulted in 
alienation of hér husband’s affections 
from. herself. 
«Dr. White testified that Mrs. 
McCormick told him she was re- 
signed to the step of divorce as ‘“‘an 
eventual measure if it would be for 
her husband’s welfare,” but assured 
him that she would have to be con- 
vinced to a certainty before allowing 
such a step. 

Much of Mr. Baker’s cross-exam- 
ination on behalf of the wife was 
concerned with alleged Freudian as- 
pects of Dr. Kempf’s method of 
treatment, and Mr. Baker put in 
evidence a book on psychopathology 
which Dr. Kempf wrote in 1920, and 
which he dedicated to White. It was 
brought out that Dr. Kempf pre- 
sented a copy of this work to Stan- 
ley McCormick. 

Mr. Baker painstakingly questioned 
Dr. White about the alleged intro- 
duction of ‘‘sexual influences into 
the patient’s life,’’ and cited Dr.

Pringle, at Perjury Trial, Tells 
How Big Check Was Made Out 
to “Robert E. Lee.” 


INSISTS NAME WAS FAKED 


Swears Money Was Withdrawn to) 
Prevent Tuttle From Seizing 
It in Gambling Inquiry. 


When the trial of James J. Otto, | 
one of the three owners of the de-/| 
funct Albany baseball pool, for per- | 
| jury was resumed yesterday before 
| Federal Judge Alfred C. Coxe and a 
jury William J. Pringle, one of the 
other two owners, wes called to the! 
stand. 

Otto is charged with testifying | 
falsely before a Federal ‘grand jury | 
when United States Attorney Tuttle 
was seeking to implicate well-known 
persons in the operation of the ag 

Pringle’s testimony went back to 
the time in 1926 when the pool was 
operating at a loss.. When the re- 
turns were not sufficient to pay the 
prizes, the witness testified, Otto, as 
the ‘‘boss,’’ would supply the money 
needed. While admitting that he 
was a partner in the venture, Prin- 
gle explained that his especial duties 
were that of a bookkeeper, while 
Walter J. Kane, the third partner, 
supervised the checking operations 
and Otto supervised the whole busi- 
ness. Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Cooke submitted the pool’s in- 
come tax return for 1927, which the 
witness said he had made out. 

George Z. Medalie of counsel for 
the defendant objected to the submis- 
sion of the return. 

Pringle testified that while the pool 
was operating Otto had made fre- 
quent visits to Daniel P. O’Connell, 
a Democratic leader of Albany | 
County, but he did not know why 
the visits were made. The witness 
also said that the receipts of the 
pool for 1927 emounted to $4,066,401, 
that $2,810,532 had been listed as the 
total prizes, $826,847.63 as commis- 
sions, $83,000 as ‘‘head of labor’’ and 
$194,000 as the cest of printing and 
stationery supplies. The witness ad- 
mitted that $120,000, not specifically 
listed, had been divied between him, 
Kane and Otto. 

Pringle said that when Otto and 
his associates heard a report on June 
11, 1928, that the United States At- 
torney here might impound the pool 
funds, Otto caused a cashier’s check 
to be drawn for $129,387.53 to the 
order of Robert E. Lee, who was 
described as a fictitious person. The 
check was drawn on the Central 
Bank of Albany and the amount was 
put back in the bank on June 13 
when the alarm had subsided. Later 
came another rumor to the same ef- 
fect and another check was drawn 
to the order of James Quinn, but 
never used. 

Both Mr. Tuttle and Mr. Cooke 
sought to show that neither Lee nor 

uinn were fictitious persons, and 

ringle was questionéd about Sailor 
Bobby Lee, said tu be a retainer of 
Dan O'Connell. Pringle said he 
could give no information about Lee. 
A record of the pleas of guilty made 
on Nov. 15, 1927, by Otto and O’Con- 
nell to an indictment against them 
in Boston: for operating the pool in 
Massachusetts was read and ad- 
mitted over the objections of Mr. 
Medalie.

Directed by Roosevelt, Lehman

Four Counties. 








BARS “FOREIGN” STATIONS 





Revocation of '50,0U0-Watt Permit 
Also Urged by .Business Men 
and City of Morristown.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Declar- 
ing that ‘foreign transmitters are 
not. coming. into New Jersey, if we 
can help it,’’-Duane Minard, Assis- 
tant Attorney General of New Jer- 
sey before the Radio Commission to- 
day: opposed the location of the pre- 
posed 50,000-watt transmitter of Sta- 
tion WABC at Columbia Bridge, 
near Morristown. 

‘“‘We may have to exclude some of 
the ‘foreign’ transmitters which are 
now there,’’ Mr. Minard asserted. 

If. station: WABC, owned by the 
Columbia Broadcasting Company, is 
allowed to locate a 50,000-watt trans- 





mitter in New Jersey, as authorized 
by the Radio Commission, he said, ag 
would blanket the whole neighbor- | 
hood and the residents of that part | 
of New Jersey would not get the 
radio service they were entitled to} 
under the law. Mr. Minard asked 
the commission to revoke the con-| 
struction permit and filed a petition | 
in support of his request. 

New Jersey, Mr: Minard said, has 
fourteen radio stations, of which 
nine are in the metropolitan area. | 
Permission had been granted by the) 
Radio Commission, he continued, for | 
nine ‘‘forcign’’ stations in “ State. | 
This, he contended, was an ‘ ‘invasion | 
of State rights and violates the Con-| 
stitution,” in that neither the Gov- 
ernor nor any State official had been | 
notified of the grant. 

Mr. Minard told the commission he 
was fiot questioning the constitution- 
ality of the radio law, but he did 
contend that radio licenses are prop- 
erty rights, despite the fact that they 
may be revoked by the Federal gov- 
ernment. _ 

Howard F. Barrett filed a petition 
for the Board of Chosen Freeholders 
of the county of Morris, in the form 
of a resolution stating that erection 
of the proposed transmitter wouid 
‘‘seriously affect the people of Mor- 
ris County.”’

| $25,000 FOR LOSS OF HAIR. 


Wins Verdict Against Beauty Shop, 
but Finds She Can’t Collect. 


Supreme Court Justice Churchill ad- 
vocated compulsory insurance for | 
beauty shops yesterday when, after 
the trial of a negligence suit against 
the Vandome Beauty Salon, 3,915 | 
Broadway, it was learned that the | 
shop had disposed of its assets and | 
that the plaintiff could not collect a 
judgment against it: for $25,000. The 
plaintiff, Miss Regina Kaplan of 885 
West End Avenue, fashion artist, 
asked $100,000 for damages received 
while having her hair waved. 

She testified that on April 30, 1927, 
after a shampoo at the shop her hair 
was arranged with about forty cellu- 
loid combs for a water wave and a 
dryer was put in operation. When a 
fuse on the dryer blew out an electric 
lamp was substituted. The lamp ig- 
nited the combs, her hair caught fire 
and the celluloid melted into her 
scalp, Miss Kaplan said. Some one 
threw a bucket of water over her and 
pushed her into the street so that the 
shop would not catch fire, she added. 
She was left on the sidewalk in pain 
until a passer-by noted her condition 
and sent for an ambulance. 

After’ testifying to her medical ex- 
pense and loss of salary in open 
court, Miss Kaplan went with Justice 
Churchill and her attorney to: the 
judge’s chambers and showed them 
a completely bald head, covered with 
scars. 











City Asks New License for WKDX.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The De- 
partment of Plant and Structures, 
New York City, has applied to the 
Federal Radio Commission for a sta- 
tion license for WKDX for 200 watts, 
1,684 kilocycles. The station, which 
communicates with the Mayor’s wel- 
coming boat, Macom, has been re- 
built and therefore has to be reli- 
censed.

Two slim youths whose paths first 
erossed when they matriculated as 
freshmen at thé Univérsity of Maine 
and whose course has run in twin 
channels ever since, locked hands 
and crossed the finish litie stride for 
stride to divide individual first-place 
honors in the twenty-first annual In- 
tercollegiate A. A. A. A. cross- 
country championships at Van Cort- 
landt Park yesterday afternoon. 

In twelve harrier tests since their | 
freshman days, Francis C. Lindsay 
and Harry L. Richardson have run 
dead heats ten times, thrice as 
sophomores, four times as juniors 
and now three times as seniors. 

What is more remarkable was the 
fact that although their triumph was 
so superlatively easy that there was 
no one close enough to press then, 
etill they negotiated the six-miie dis- 
tance in 30:06, a new record for the 
course. They slowed down to an easy 
jog in the Jast hundred yards, 
matched step for step so that there 
was no possibility of one snapping 
the tape inches ahead of the other 
and still clipped five seconds off the 
record established by Jimmy Reid of 
Harvard who beat them both last 
year. 


Maine Team Takes Fifth. 


Although the Lindsay-Richardson 
combination gave Maine the low fig- 
ure of three as a start toward an- 


nexing the team championship, the 
Pine Tree State contingent was so 
unbalanced that it placed only fifth 
with a total of 141 points. But even 
this was sufficient to score under the 
defending titleholder, Penn State, 
which collapsed utterly in seeking 
its fourth consecutive team crown to 
bob up in sixth position with the 
large count of 169 points.

HEN, on the occasion of his 
eighty-fourth birthday anni- 
versary last Spring, Willjam 
Muldoon was approached by a re- 
porter seeking an interview, the 
distinguished health-builder politely 
declined, on the ground that he was 


views. The story goes that he made 
an appointment with the reporter for 
sixteen years later, at the com- 
paratively ripe old age of 100. 

Recently Mr. Muldoon, who will be 
guest of honor at the Biltmore 
Friday night at a testimonial dinner 
to be attended by 850 persons, in- 
cluding prominent leaders in all 
walks of life, consented to an inter- 
view. This time it had no con- 
nection with his birthday; rather it 
‘was on a subject most dear to his 
heart—that of health. 

Model of Physical Fitness. 

The name of William Muldoon has 
become synonymous with physical 
perfection. It is doubtful if any 
other man in his eighty-fifth year is 
his peer in this respect. Certainly 
this man who, in addition to setting 
an unparalleled example in his own 
life, has pulied thousands of physical 
wrecks from the shadows of in- 
effectuality into the sunlight of well- 
being, is qualified to tell doddering 
fellow-citizens in their thirties and 
forties how to escape the ravages 
of time. 

With that purpose in mind,, his 
interviewer cornered the venerable 
country gentleman in his West- 
chester home. Mr. Muldoon sat in 
the study of the broad, rambling 
house which is part of the Muldoon 
Hygienic Institute. The institute’s 
creator fumes, by the way, when any 
one refers to it as Muldoon’s Health 
Farm, a misnomer which gained 
circulation when ‘‘a writer once went 
forth from here and wrote it that 
way because he couldn’t remember 
the word ‘hygienic.’ ”’ 

His Broad Rule for Health. 

The silver-haired member of the 
State Athletic Commission, who a 
half century ago was heavyweight 
Graeco-Roman wrestling champion, 
gazed with steel-blue eyes through 
the window at the vast adjoining es- 
tates in Purchase, near White Plains. 


“The one broad, fundamental rule 
for health is conservation of nervous 
energy.”’ 

There was a brief pause. Then: 

‘‘What is nervous energy? It is the 
life of the body, the electric charge 
which enables all the organs of the 
human system to function. When 
nervous energy runs low, resistance 
becomes correspondingly lower, leav- 
ing us open to attack by disease. 

“If one indulges in vigorous exer- 
cise, that much nervous energy is 
consumed. Then the body should be 


lost. How do that? By relaxation.”’ 

Here Mr. Muldoon bent forward, 
directed a piercing glance on his 
caller and extended a massive hand 
in emphasis.

“I mean,’’ he continued, ‘‘that few 
men realize the importance of soli- 
tude, which is the best means of ob- 
taining relaxation. We should all go 
off by ourselves at periods. In that 
way we store up nervous energy.”’ 

‘*What about exercise?’’ was asked. 

“That is the most misunderstood 
word in the language,’’ Mr. Muldoon 
replied, with animation. ‘‘You know, 
a lot of people think that is all they 
come up to my place for—exercise. 

“I meet a man. He has a little 
round protuberance that once was 
his stomach. He says, ‘I must come 
up, professor, and work this off.’ 
Or I meet another man. He asks me 
to feel his biceps. ‘Getting kind of 
soft; better come up and karden up 
a bit,’ he remarks. They think it is 
merely exercise they need, and even 
then do not know what exercise is. 

“Exercise is use, or, to put it an- 
other way, it is effort. A person 
goes for a long stroll, for a consider- 
able distance. Aside from the bene- 
fit of being in the open that person 
may not derive any advantage from 
the walk. Because it is pace that 
counts. Send that person for a walk 
at one-half the distance but at the 
proper pace so that he expends some 
effort, and he will be benefited. 


A Benefit if an Effort. 


*‘Many times I am asked whether 
tennis is good exercise, or golf, or 
some other sport. I can make only 
one answer. And that is yes, if 
there is an effort.’’ 

Needless to say, it was unnecessary 
to prod Mr. Muldoon as to his views 
on smoking and consumption of alco- 
holic liquors. In the Muldoon. me- 
nage no man smokes or drinks. 

“I object to smoking for the prin- 
cipal reason that it makes one a 
slave to the habit,’’ said Mr. Mul-

women and left no doubt that he 
deeply deplored it. 
Deplores Smoking by Women. — 
‘I believe women have become 


greater slaves to the habit than men. 
The women today are simply satu- 


rated with tobacco. I saw a young 


mother in a closed limousine with 
two beautiful, small children. A 
cigarette dangled from her lips. The 
inside of the car was blue with 
smoke. Her husband entered the car. 
He also was smoking. Imagine little 
children inhaling stich air! As. for 
women themselves, apart from the 
damage to them physically, no one 
can fall slave to a habit and not lose 
some of the finer imstincts.’’ 

What the ‘‘Old. Roman”’ thinks of 
liquor he made known vividly on 
one occasion when a United States 
Senator, whose son was receiving 
treatment at the institute, reeled 
from his motor car and started to 
enter the Muldoon portals. But he 
never crossed the threshold. He was 
put back in his motor car and or- 
dered off, with the admonition to 
appear before. his son only. when 
he could set an example. 

‘What of diet and dieting fads, 


such as the eighteen-day method?” o. 


was a question put to Mr. Muldoon. 
Urges Moderation in Diet. 

“Bad, very bad,’’ was the prompt 
rejoinder. ‘‘They are doing a lot of 
harm. In the matter of food, we 
should eat what we have a longing 
for, but in moderation. How can a 
particular diet be of benefit over a 
wide range of persons, each with a 
different problem? What may be 
good for you may be bad for me. 

“Stimulants also are bad when 
used to create appetite, unless pre- 
scribed by a physician, because they 
make us eat too fast and too much. 

**Most of those who come here com- 
plaining of indigestion of the stomach 
are really suffering from indigestion 
of the brain,’’ continued Mr. Mul- 
doon, smiling. 

“It is first necessary to clear their 
brains, so that they can reach the 
state where the mind can control the 
body, in order to restore them to 
health. The mind should always con- 
trol the body, never the body the 
mind. 

“Develop moderation, use judgment. 
Consume less food and get more 
fresh air; take less medicine and 
more exercise,’’ 

And that, apparently, summarized 
the ‘“‘Solid Man's’’ views on how to 
grow old painlessly.

The stock market proceeded with 
its convalescence yesterday in a 
fashion that pleased most of the 
physicians in attendance.

The New Treasury Financing. 


The United States Treasury will an- 
nounce in about a fortnight its plans 
for its financing on Dec. 15, which, 
according to a preliminary announce- 
ment, will consist of certificates, on 
which the interest rate and the ma- 
turity will be stated, and a block of 
Treasury bills, which, under the re- 
cently enacted law, may be sold at 
a discount. The government’s ma- 
turities in mid-December will amount 
to more than $704,366,000.

Abandonment of Daily Stock- 
Lending Questionnaire for 
Members Expected Soon. 





FEAR OF SHORT SALES PAST 





Decision Seen as Indicating Market 
No Longer Needs Protection, 
With Returning Strength. 





The daily questionnaires which 
members of the New York Stock Ex- 
change have been answering for the 
last two weeks and by means of

Attack Is Centred on Suez Canal 
Stock—Weakness Dominates 
the German Boerse.

LOIeDON, Nov. 25.—The outstand- 
ing feature of the Stock Exchange 
session today was the revival of inter- 


est in the shares of tin producing com- 

anies as a result of reports that the 
tn producers’ association was on the 
point of formulating a scheme for 
regulating production. 

It is understood that a 10 per cent 
restriction in output and centralized 
gelling are planned. 

After a firm opening British funds 
gave way, the 5 per cent war loan 
easing to £99% after £100 and the 3% 
per cent conversion loan to £7411- 16. 
French bonds were dull on the death 
of Clemenceau, the 5 per cents weak- 
ening to 21. Industrials mainly were 
firm. Margarine Union was £3% 
after £39-16 = Margarine Unie 
£3 9-16 after £342 

Internationals were less buoyant, 
Nickel declining to $32%, Brazil Trac- 
tions to $43% and Holding to $6%s. 
ydroelectric improved to $40 after 
$38%s. There was considerable inter- 
est in Associated Electric and Gen- 
eral Electric, with amalgamation de- 
velopments having taken on an inter- 
national trend. General Electric im- 
proved further to 47s 6d and Associ- 
ated to 30s 6d. 

Graphophone shares declined. Co- 
lumbia weakened to £4%: and His 
Master’s Voice to £4% also. Profit- 
taking following Friday’s sensational 
advance caused a reaction in Anglo-

IN SPITE OF RALLIES 


Upturn Resulting From More 
Bad Crop News From Argentina

Pressure in Chicago and Northwest

CHICAGO, Il., Nov. 25.—The wheat 
market was heavy in undertone most 
of today, due to persistent local and 
commission house selling. Though 
numerous strong rallies occurred, the 
close was at net losses of 1 to lz 
cents, with the July delivery showing 
the most decline. 

The day’s news was generally fa- 
vorable to holders, especially that 
from Argentina, with light frost re- 
ported in the southern parts of the 
province of Buenos Aires and the 
Pampas, where the wheat is in the 
mills.

crop observer, cabled that more than 
half the 8,000,000 acres in Buenos 
Aires had been severely affected by 
stripe rust, heretofore unknown in 
South America.

The Rev. Alfred Duane Pell, Prot- 
estant Episcopal~ clergyman, who 
died March 6, 1924, left an estate 
appraised yesterday at $2,268,397 
«ross and $2,207,220 net, of which 
$975,601 was the value of real estate, 
worth $1,120,500 less his wife’s dower, 
arid $913,485 was in securities. He 
had personal effects worth $136,930, 
which included a collection of porce- 
lain valued at $71,000 and $913,485 in 
cash. 

Mr. Pell gave the. residuary estate, 
$2,106,227, to his widow, Cornelia 
Pell, and gave her a life interest in 
personal effects worth $1, 100. He dis- 
tributed porcelains and other objects 
among museums to the value of $62,- 
629 and gave $5,000 each to the Sea- 
mén’s Christian Association and St. 
Luke’s Hospital. His porcelains in- 
cluded a collection of forty-five busts 
of. statesmen, kings and queens, 
valued at $1,500, of which twenty- 
mine were given to museums, 

The National Gallery of Art of the 
Smithsonian Institution in Washing- 
ton received the largest collection, 
$33,715, while other gifts were as fol- 
lows: Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
$1,252; Brooklyn Institute of Arts 
and Sciences, $8,263; Art Museum of 
Chicago, $4,395; Art Museum of To- 
ledo, $550;. Pennsylvania Museum 
and Art School, $1.985; Museum of 
Art of Minnesota, $422; ‘National Mu- 
seum, Washington, $100; Cincinnati 
Museum Association, $2,565; St. Louis 
Art Museum, $2,065, and Morgan Me- 
morial, Hartford, Conn., $2.555. 

The appraisal shows that the 
Brooklyn Institute of Arts and Sci- 
ences did not accept ivory articles 
worth $325, five carved cabinets, 
$1,500; two bronze tulipwood cab- 
inets, $500, and a quantity of ‘agate 
glass.

Five Lines Announce Reductions on 


Dominion-Europe Tours. 


MONTREAL, Que., Nov, 25 (Ca- 
nadian Press)—Travel to Europe in 
cabin and tourist third cabin classes 
will be rendered more attractive next 
year by reason of steamship rate: 
reductions taking effect on Jan. 1. 
1980. It is jointly announced by the 
Anchor-Donaldson, Canadian Pacific, 
Cunard, Red Star. and® White Star 
Lines that certain adjustments in 
cabin and tourist third cabin retes 
have been made as a result of con- 
versations between principals of 
companies represented in the Atlan- 
tic conference, whose deliberations 
took place recently in Paris. The 
rate changes involve the regrading 
of certain vessels engaged in the 
North Atlantic passenger business. 

Reductions, which affect many ves- 
sels engaged in the Canadian trade, 
range from $10 to $2.50 on one-way 
fares. Reductions for round-trip 
tickets, which will be effective for 
ten months in the year, will hence- 
forth be 12. per cent instead of 10 
per cent as at present. 

Rates for tourist third cabin_ pas- 
sengers will likewise be adjusted, the 
statement indicates. The principal 
change is found in a reduction in the 
cost of a round-trip ticket, which will 
range from 12 to 17% per cent, ac- 
cording to season, instead of 10 per 
cent, as at present. 


STEAM ROUTS STOWAWAYS. 


Two West Africans, Hiding on Ship 
at Boston, Cause 24-Hour Delay. 


BOSTON, Nov. 25 (®).—Two West 
African natives who. decided to sec! 
the world at the expense of the 
American West ‘African Line caused 
a twenty-four-hour delay to the 
steamer West Kedron at Quarantine, 
and a delay in unloading until the 
second of the two was routed out 
ya his hiding place by live steam to-

Live. steam poured into one of the 
holds forced one. to emerge, but he 
would not reveal his comrade’s 
whereabouts. The ship was docked 
this morning and the search con- 
tinued. After several hours. a charge 
of live stea mforced into the fore- 
peak brought the second scurrvine 
out into the light. They will be held 
in Quarantine:and returned to Dakar.
